bis own Sake. A Woman JubjeEl to Juch ReJle£lions as 
theje is hardly kept within the Bounds oj her 'Duty: 
thus Cklh found it too hard a Tajk 7wt to tranfgrefs 
a little when Jhe had caji her Eyes upon Hippolito. 

^The King^s Bounties Jhe thought were but her Due, or 
at leaji Jufficiently requit e^ in the fuperjicial Acknowledge' 
ments Jhe made him ; and that if Jhe lov*d him not 
heartily, Uwas not her Faulty but his, who knew not how 
to gain her AffcElion, Such is the Fortune' of Monarchs 
' in Love, when they are with their MifireJJes, they com- 
monly lay nfide that . Majejty which dazzles the Eyes 
and affeils the Hearts of Mankind-, they go undrejs*d 
into their Chambers and make themfelves Jo familiar with 
their MiftreJfes, that they afterwards ufe them as other 
Men. 

As Glorious as it is for an Ambitious Woman to fee at 
her Feet every Day a Perfon who commands all others, 
yet Monarchs are deceived if they think their Miflrejfes 
are always true. No Pqffion, but that of extraordinary 
Love, can fix a Woman^ s Heart. Ambition alone is too 
weak a Gage for their Fidelity j it frequently happens Prinr 
ces owe their amorous Co^q^uejl more to their Quality than 
Merit -, and accordingly they extend only to what is external 
and grcfs, when Love and Inclination, fruflrated of their 
Exptulalion from them, and not fatisfied with Pomp and 
Show, goes in Search of Satisfaction elfiwhere. 

If this be all (laid* Jenifa, the kind Mother) trouble 
not your felf about it, this is but a frnall Matter in refpe£} 
of what I hove perform"* d in my Time of the like Nature \ 
for as Hippolito is a Brave Man, he will Scorn to be 
obliged long to a Woman, who having Jirji forfeited her 
Honour to her Royal Majier, will cancel the Obligations 
cf Honour he olherwife owed her, and be glad of the 
Pretence tg bcjlov; his favours on another Wonmi, in

whofe Beauty and Fidelity be can place his Heart as well 
as his Interejl ; for Uis Ifaturalfor Mm thai love Plea-- 
fure^ to love that which' is if- their own procuring. Jnd 
'tis eafy^ continued fhc,. to think offucB Meafures as. . 
will bring about what is very agreeable;, ioth to your 
Wi/hes of Love J and m Bejires of Ambition. 

According as JeniJaKid laid tiii^ 'Plot, the nexd 
Time Z^r^i? went to Court, C/(?//Vfa.w herj grew vi-' 
olent fond of her, and invjited her to her Apart-' 
ments, little thinking Ihe was her JRival, .which Zd- 
rah v/as fo far from denying, that fhe williiKgly ac- 
cepted of the Favour. Night drawing .on, HippoRtq^ 
came as ufual to pay CJelia. a Vifit, .but How was Za^ 
rah CO 1 founded when fh\i faw the Man flie loy'4^- 
next Heaven beft^ approach her with all the Adyan^' 
tages and Opportunities of a happy Lover, not; 
knowing how he fhould come there.*, for Clelia wa^t 
abfcnt, being fent for fuddenly by the King; Hip^ 
polito^ who faw her in furprize, gaz*d on her Beaut^ 
for a while, was Charmed with the Sight of it, and" 
cou'd not exprefs his Joy for the Tranfport of his 
Love. But at laft xecoUefting himfelf, and obfcrv- 
ing Zarah's Confufion, he broke Silence thus. 
Madam I confefs my Surprize^ but it is altogether owing 
to your Beauty^ for lean fear ce fat isfy my f elf that what.

vail upon mi to think lefs of her. Nothing but the extre- 
mity of your Beauty^ whofe Charms are irrejijiabky cou'd 
€X£ufe me. But let a Man value himfelf never fo much 
m his Integrifyi^ yet a Pajfion i^ifed in him by a Per fort 
p ;Amidble as yoUy will M Proof againfi all B^iJeries 
af Duty or Intereft.. 

We ma)^ eafify guefs thefe' paflionate Expreffions 
txf^'HippoUto were not a little "pleafrng to Zaraby Avho 
reply*d, That fhe believed he was a generous and orr ve 
Many but that his. Heart was its own Maflcr^ and ivni^d 
bve one to Day ^ and another to Morrow \ that his S^n'i- 
tnents were ftdyeSl^ to chdnge as other things i that Lovey 
hke Nature^ war not Charming to him but Variety ; For 
En^ampky ftys fhre,. to Day you are for me^ but "Three or 
Fokr Days hence you will be for another. And you wou^d 
think it Injujtice in 7ne to expert that you fhou^d be 
truer to nie than you are to Clelia. 

It may be admir'd perhaps that Two Perfbns fo 
little acquainted fhou*d in fo few Minutes becpme fo 
familiar ; but' we muft know Love in thofc Countries 
makes far quicker Progrefs than in ours," where the 
Winds, and the Snow, and the Rain, fpoil his Wings, 
and hinder his Flight; for it is the Cuftom of the 
t}randecs of* that Country^ when ' they' have not a 
particular Inchnation for any Woman, to take this 
to Day, and another to Morrow : And having loft 
the Tafte of hove^ to S.rarch for Plcafure in Change 
and Variety. Thu$ 
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' l^fitiS while the Two JLovers weirie wholly (jngag^^ J 
in their Amours, Hipj>oliio usM all- the* Gallantry <>f 
a Courtier, and all the Ihdearments of a Paffionate 
Lover. Jenifay who had contrived this Interview, 
and likewife procured Cleiia'^ Abfence, and refolv-* 
ing to ftrike while the Iron was Hot, goes direftljr 
Co Clelia^s Apartments, on purpofc not fo much to 
Surprize the Lovers, as to compafs the Defign whicfe 
Ihe was then carrying on, of Marrying her Daughter 
to HippQlito. They heard a Noife at the Door; 
what Jhouid be the meaning of all this ? Said they one 
to another, having a Thoufand Fears upon them, 
tho* they could not imagine that any Perfon in the 
Apartments cou*d make the leaft Difcovery of an 
Intrigue, which was fo accidental, that neither of 
them was the Contriver of, or could have imagin- 
ed to happen. But at laft Jenifa breaks open the 
Door, comes in quite out of Breath, and throws 
her felf half Dead (as flie pretended) into the Arms . 
of her Daughter. What frightful Fancies had Hip- 
plito then in his Head ? He prefently imagined they

Quick at . this Outrage^ and no Cbn- 
fideration oFLife orDuty cpuM have prevented him 
from doing Violence to Jmifa^ M^ not the Fear of 
lofing Zarah prevail'd more upon him than her 
Refentnient. 

The Scuj(He was no fooner over, but Hippolito^ 
before the Mother's Prefence, .took Zarab^ and em- 
bracing her tenderly, Madam^, faid he, the Danger^ 
you have gone through on rny Account^ and the cruel Af- 
fault you have now endured^ will make me for the Future 
Jiudyyour Repofe and Satisfa£lion more than my own Love^ 
iho* it is no eafy Matter to be difengag^ d from a Pqffion 
like mine. This Declaration anfwered not Jenifa*^ 
Intentions fo fully as fhe defired, for Ihe was afraid 
this his Paffion of warm • Love wou*d dwindle in-. 
to cold Friendfhip and Refpeft, ,but th^t Zarah' s Re- 
ply relieved her doubtful Fears ; 5/r, faid /he, / am 
fatisfied you have a Value for me by the kindnes of your 
Mxprejftons^ and the Concern I ohferv'dyouin at this Ren- 
counter^ but I can never have the Vanity to hope you can 
fo eajily quit your Paffion for^ Clelia as to think of loving 
any other. But you fhallfind^ Madam^ anfwer'd Hip- 
polito, that all the Tcffion I can have for her^ will 
never hinder the Tenders of Love I offer here\ 1 will 
quit all my Pretenjions to Clelia, that I may prevent 
all Difpute with a Perfon to whom I am fo deeply 
cblig'dj that there can be nothing fo dear to me but I 
will fart with it for your Sake. 

'At this Jenifa fmiPd to perceive the good EfFefts 
of her Policy, while Hippolito made her a Thoufand 
Oaths he would keep within the Bounds of that Re- 
fpedt and Difcretion Ibe might expeift from the fe^ 
vereft Virtue, and protefted he defired only till to- 
Morrow that ^he might have an Hour's Difcourfe 
with Ctelia.

I wot^d have you refolve^ faid Jmifa^ injlantfy f(f 
Marry Zarah ; / have a Prieji attends without^ ready to 
perform the Ceremony. This Propofal aftorufh'd him 
on the fudden lo extremely, that having blufhM at 
it very much, he knew not what Aniwer to make, 
while Jentfa obferving the Diforder he was in, went 
djreftly and fetched in the Prieft, who without 
more . Hefitation performed his Office, and pro- 
nounced them Man and Wife.- 

As foon as this was efitfted, to Jenifa^^ great Sa- 
tisfadion, and Zarah^s Defires, Hippolito^ to both their 
Amazements, left the Room, and made a Thou- 
fand Refteftions on his 111 Fortune that had drawn 
him into fuch a Fatal Snare ; not but he was paf- 
fionately pleas'd with Zarah^s Beauty, and perfwa- 
ded fome Confiderable Greatnefs wou'd attend her, 
but the Confideration of being out-witted, and as 
it were forced into fuch a Compliance, grated up- 
on him exceedingly^ and fcemM to be the chief 
Thing that troubled him. 

But Zard) finding him leave the Chamber fo ab- 
ruptly, and fearing left what had then pafs'd, might 
occafion HippoUto to do fome rafli Ad, immediately 
followed him into the next Chamber, where finding 
him in a Paffion, almoft beyond the Power of Rca- 
fon to manage, and enough to put him on the mod 
defperate Enterprize, Ihe fell at his Feet with all' 
the Agonies of a defpairing Lover ; Am I then defpis^d 
already ? faid fhe ; and with Tears in her Eyes con- 
tinued. Do you infuU o^er your ConquejH, becaufe it was 
• fo eaftly gain'd? Tou have already too cruelly wounded me^ 
not to pity me a little. More fhe would have faid, but 
the Excefs of her Paflion ftiflpd all her Endeavours 
to proceed, and Ihe funk down under the Conflift 
between her Love and Refentment. HippoUto^ 
Ihatch'd her from the Ground^ rais'd her up into hist 
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Arms, and clafpt her round with all the Tendernels 
poffible ; for the Tranfports of his Lx)ve had banifh*d 
the Extravagance of his Fury, and he melted into 
all the Softncfs of a happy Lover ; It is beyond Ima- • 
gination to conceive the Joy Zarah was, in at this 
iiidden Change of Hippolito ; and being about to re-, 
turn his Paflion an equal Fire, after having given 
him fome Lx)oks that difcoverM her Inclination, Ihe 
had Time to fay no more, than Heaven and my Wh^- 
-^oXito fupprt mey for Pm ravifh^d with Excefs of Plea- 
fure \ when Cleliay in a defperate Frenzy, occafion'd 
by what had happened that Night, entered the Room 
where thefe two Lovcjrs feem*d fo happy ; but hear- 
ing of a Voice fhe knew, and Hippolito^ & Name, fhe had 
not Conduct enough to ftay and obferve them, but 
haften'd forward, and rufli'd upon them, when fhe 
was too well fatisfy'd,. 'twas Zarah and Hippolito (he 
faw. Ab^ Traytor^ cry*d (he, is it poffible^ youfhou^d 
be thus ungrateful? Have you the Confidence to make my 
own Lodging the Scene of your Vtllany? Could you find na 
other Way for Revenge^ but to make me Witnefs of your 
Infidelity? Barbarous Man^ continued Ihe, Is this the 
Way you repay my former Services to you ? Madam^ faid 
Jie (with a Coolnefi of Temper, and Prefenc* 
of Mind peculiar to him., ) Uisfityoufhould hear us 
fpeakfor our felves\ and if you pleafe^ we will fend for 
tbofe who fhall juftify us^ and you fhall fee how we will 
defend ourfelves. What a Rage, what a Fury did this 
put her inj Good Heavens! faid fhe, to what will this 
Impudenee ^arife} At that fhe feiz'd the Sword he had 
on, not knowing which of the* two to begin with 
firft, being both equally perfidious ; fhe thought at 
Jaft Zarahy as moft Criminal, Was firfl to be facfifv- 
ced to her Revenge ; and jufl as fhe was going t6 
flab her, Hippolito interpofcd, and received a flight 
Wound upon himfelf by flaying of her Hand, when

the threw her felf upon him, Traytcr^ faid flie, this 
Blow was not referv^d for tbe^^ tboujhalt not have the 
Power of being firfir evened. 

At thefe Words, and the Buftle. that was made,. 
'^enija and the Prieft not being yet gone, entered in^ 
to the Room: But, Heavens! what Confufion'ahd 
^ Trembling feiz*d Clelia^ when ftie faw them ! This 
was a Scene more /hocking than what her Thoughts 
and Jealoufies could ever have luggefted to her : 
Godsl (he cry*d, (with all the Rage and Fury that 
Pefpair could raifc) What mean thefe Apparitions here? 
Why tiMt old Hag? And why that bawdy Prieft? JVhat^ 
}:>aveyou Robbed me? And what have you done with my 
Hippohto ? And then ftie ran round the Room like 
9, diftradcd Wfoman, feeking in every Place, but 
the Noife continuing, all the Servants awak'd, and 
came running in to their Lady's Affiftance, fuppo- 
fing fome Misfortune had happened^ but when they 
faW Hippolito was there, they readily withdrew a- 
gain, knowing the Diforders the Family had been 
fometimes fubjeft to upon his Account; and he 
perceiving Glelia^s Paffion too violent to hearken to 
pny thing he cou'U lay at that Time, committed 
Jier to the Care of her Woman, and with the reft 
pf the Qompany retired. 

In a few Days this A<^ion was nois'd all over the 
; ; iCourt, and at laft it came to the King's Ears, who 
itemed to be pleasM with the News that Hippolito 
was married, and that he now Ihou'd be quit of the 
Rival tjiat had alienated from him the Atfedions of 
a Woman he loved the beft in the World ; for the 
-King Was no Stranger to Clelia^s Unfaithfiilnefs, not- 
withftanding he continued to doat on her Charms. 
[' Upon this he fent for Hippolito to Courts gave hitn 
Joy . of his new Bride ^ . and repeated Affurances of his; 
continued favour to him. This fo much furpriz'd Hippo^ 
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litOj that he knew not whether to thank his Majefty 
for thofe Expreffions of his Bounty, or no ; think- 
ing it could not be real, but that Clelia had told the 
King all that had happened, and that this was done to 
mock him : But you may guefs the Surprize was ve- 
ry agreeable to him, when the King continued in 
this good Humour, and told him. He was forry he was 
notfo happy as to know the Lady that he had made his 
Choice^ for Jbe could not hut chufe he very handfome^ Jince 
be very well knew he had a good Tajie in what was beau- 
tiful or agreeahle. He deftred to fee her^ and reproached 
Hippolito '^ery handfomely^ in telling him not to he con- 
cerned-, if Jhe was as fair as he believed her y for he would 
moderate his Dejires^ and not think of invading any Man^s 
"Property again^ Jince Clelia had fhown him what he had 
to expeSl from the mofi Charming of her Sex. This put 
Hippolito into fome Concern, left^ the King fhould 
tax him with his former Love to Clelia ; but inftead 
of that, he being a Perfonage of admirable Wit and 
Pleafantry, began to be very facetious, and railly him^ 
What would become of Men and Women of Gallantry ^ fays 
he, if when they engage in Kindnefs with one another y they 
fhould ahfolutly fell themfelvesy and not be allowed to change 
when they grow weary y or have an Inclination for an- 
other : ^Tis a Natural Right to beflow our AffeSlions 
where we pleafiy and revoke them when we pleafe : ^hey 
are wretched who enjoy not that Liberty. And you know^ 
Hippolito, continued the King, I glory in thofe Max- 
ims -y for if Clelia had not been of my Humour y I fancy 
I fhould not have loved fo well-, and perhaps I love her 
for nothing more, than thatfhe loves Inconjlancy. I once 
endeavoured to engage her to be falfe to mCy infomuch th^ 
I told her one Dayy I dreamt I had feen her in your ArniSy 
ftndit was not long ere I found it true : Nowy Hippolito, 
aoou^dyou take it illy the King fhould do as much for you as 
y$H did then for him? YeSy without lioubty fays he, Siry 
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fpr I did it not for that Purpofe that you Jhou*d do as much 
for me. Welly aniwers the King prophetically, // / 
do notj another may. This pleafant Dialogue was 
foon interrupted by one lels entertaining ; for Cle^ 
lia, who had heard of Hippolito's being there, who 
had free Admittance alwqys to the King's Prefence, 
entered very Majeftically with that haughty Air, na- 
tural to her Temper when provok'd:- ind thus ac- 
coftcd* the King: Is it thus yM love me^ Sir^ to enter -^ 
tain and countenance the Man that has abused me? And 
youy perfidious Traytor^ Bys (he to Hippolito^ how durji 
you approach your Royal Majler you have injured? 'Tis 
hard to reprefopt the Aflonilhment, the Fear, and 
the Qppfufion of HippolitOy when he heard thefe 
Words^ knowing how apt the King was to be fe- 
ducM by this fair Flatterer : For pleafant ais Ke was 
with Raillery before, he was forc'd to hear what wgs 
fpoken ; and without examining any farther into the 
Rcafon of Clelia^s Refentment, cries out to her, Tou 
falfe onCy without Honour or "Truthy do you reproach me? 
Is this your Requital of the Obligation I laid upon you in 
making you what you are ? There was harfher Language 
in the Cafe, which I fhall forbear repeating-, how- 
ever Hippolito came off with flying Colours, and 
Jeft the King and Clelia to make up the Breach be- 
twixt thefnfelves. 

Jenifa all this while was over-joy'd to think fbe 
had married her Daughter fo well, confidering all 
Circumflances ; for Hippolito wasr a gallant Soldier, 
and one that had the Favour of tht Court ; for he 
had ferv'd in the Armies of a Neighbouring Prince, 
who was famous for the beft Generals and the befk 
Troops then in the World, and he was look'd upon 
at that Time as one that was the likelieft to be pre-^ 
ferr'd, whenever the Nation had Occafion to makp 
tffe of his Services that Way. However it was, he 
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increased his Efteem both with the King and Court, 
fo that Zarab and he liv*d very great and fplendid^ 
and began to draw the Eyes of envious People upon 
them, who ftood gazing with Admiration to behold 
their fudden Rife, and fuccefsful Proceedings, while 
Hippolito infcnfibly wound himfelf into the Favour 
of Duke Albanioy thb King's Brother, and next Heir 
to the Crown ; who was a v^arlike Prince, and gave 
Encouragement to all Gentlemen about Court, who 
had been bred in the Field, or had 2i Genius to Arms. 
For having been educated in his younger Years 
with Drums and Trumpets, though he was forced 
from their Noife at Home by a fatal Neceffity of 
relinquifhing his own Country, to embrace a long 
and tedious Exile, he had ftill a ftrong Inclination 
to War, as hoping to make a better Security, if ever 
he came to the Crown of Mbigion^ by the Ufe of 
Arms than his Father had done, who loft it thro* 
the ill Conduft of his Soldiers. 

But now Zarab (for fo I Ihall call her ftill) was 
introduced to attend upon the Princefs A&ania^ 
who was the fecond Daughter of the Duke, and af- 
terward became Queen of Albigion ; by this Means 
fhe had the Opportunity of improving the Intereft 
of Hippolito with Albanio^s Family, who were fure to 
lucceed to the Crown ; and likewife to ingratiate 
her felf with the young Princefs, who was then a- 
bout the Age that Women fettle their AfFeftions 
upon thofe they like beft, with the moft lafting Im- 
j5reflions of Love and Friendlhip. About this Time 
It was faid Albania difcovered a X^ret Inclination 
to a Nobleman of the greateft Gallantry, Wit, and 
Addrefs, about the Court: This Paflion, Albania^ 
had ftifled in her Breaft fometime before fhe could 
meet with one to whom fhe durft commit an A-^ 
Aour of fuch Importance* But finding Zarah a 
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Woman every Way qualified for a Confident, by 
the Obfervation fhe had made, and the Account fhe 
jgave of her own Life, and the Variety of Accidents * 
that had attanded her to that Time, fhe then made 
no Scruple to entruft her with the Narration of her 
Love to Mulgarvius^ which to that Time had been a 
Secret to all the World befides. 

But Zarah^ whom Fortune had cut out purely 
for the Service of her own Intereft, without any 
Regard to the ftrid Rules of Honour or Virtue, foon 
refolv'd within her felf how fhe might make the befl 
Advantage of this every Way, both to the Satisfa- 
ftion of her Ambition, in having the Opportunity 
of communicating an AiFair of this Confcquence, 
both to the King and Albanio ; and next, in grati- 
fying her Plcafure with Mulgarvius^ who was One 
ihe greatly admired, and whom fhe was glad fhe 
cou'd appear to be as his moft particular Friend, 
when at the fame Time fhe had taken Meafures 
to fruftrate any Succefs he cou'd pretend to gain 
by Means of tliofe promifing Hopes fhe defign*d t^ 
flatter him with about Albania, 

This was a treacherous Part, as was ever aded by 
a Woman fill'd with Love and Ambition ; for tho*' 
fhe was refolved to gain the Lafi^ fhe was one who 
left no Scone unturn'd to fccure to her felf the 
Firft^ which has always made her Life one conti- 
uucd Scene of Politick Intrigue. 

No fooner was the Princefs retired, but Zarah^ 
filPd with her intended Treachery, hafles away to 
the King's Apartments, where the firft Perfon fhe 
met, was Mklgamius then in waiting, who was very 
inquifitive what Affair h^d brought her at that time 
of Night to Court, and if he could ferve her ? Za- 
orb was puzzled, and knew not which Way to dif- 
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ifembie her Infidelity, but at laft, with a flatterin^^ 
Smile, anfwer'd : Tbu little thinks ntf Lord^ bsio tnuc^ 
the Thoughts of you employ my Time. Dof^t miftake mei 
you are a happier Man than you think your felf the Prin-^ 
tefs loves youj ask no ^eftions nowi I have Bufinefs with 
Albanio, and they fay he is with the King. She had no 
iboner done fpeaking, but the lluke came into the 
Gallery where they were; which Zarah perceiving 
foon foUow'd him, and defired to fpeak a WcJrd ini 
private with him, which as fbbn as he knew it was 
concerning his Daughter, he. ordered her go a- 
long with him back again into the King's Clofet* 
Mulgarvius^ who law this Interview, was very un- 
eafy, and could not imagine what mighty Bufinefs. 
Zarah could have to be Clofettd at that Time of 
Night with the King and AJbanio : In the meam 
time Zarah was bufily employed to acquit her fclf 
handfomely to the King, left he Ihould fufpect (he 
was guilty of anv Treachery. Sir, faid fhe, with^a 
fcign'd Story in ner Mouth, the Princefs her felf does 
not know or fufpeS that I am privy to the Amour betwixt 
Mulgarvius and her^ rior had 1 been capable of doing your 
Majejfy this piece df Service^ by tUfcovering an Affair 
that may be of fo great Moment to the Royal Family iti 
particular J or to the Nation in getter al^ had I not acci-- 
dentally met with Mulgarvius, as your Highnefsfaw me^ 
faid fhe, turning to Albanio. 

t mt^ confefsy continued fhe, I have lately obferv^d, 
the Princefs verypenftve and melancholy ^ but never cou^d 
obtain from her the Caufe^ which increased in me a Sufpi^ 
cion that fhe was in Love ; but 1 m0 own I had 
never known with whofH^ had not Mxdgarvius him-- 
felf confefs^d it to me. 

tVhatj faid the King with a great Deal of Paflion, 
wou^d Mulgarvius own that Albania lov*d him^ or was 
it mfy that he Wd the Princefs I The loft fpeaks hini 
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\what I always thought bim^ an ambitious Man ; ^ /Jjr 
firft declares him impudent^ impolitick^ and a Fool. \ 
• This Heat ot the Kings's put Zarab into a Tllinb-* 
ling, knowing what a Falfity (he had forged, ihe 
wou'd have given the World to have withdrawn j 
but the Duke, who was leCr poOionatc, and more 
thoughtful, increasM her Pears upon her, by asking 
how Mulgarvius tiurft corhmit fueh a Secret to hcr^ 
Confidering the little Intimacy that appeared betwixt 
them Two, and the great Confidence the King and 
he had placed, both in her and Hippolito. This put 
Zarab tp her Wits for an Excufe, which in this 
Confufion (he muft certainly have foil'd of, <had not 
the King interrupted Albanio from taking her Anfwcr 
by the Excefs of his Rage. Sir^ faid he, turning 
to Albanio, / cannot trifle witb this Matter ; tbere-* 
fore I lay nry Commands upon you^ that Mulgarvius 
Be^inftantly Banijh^d the Courts and fuch fartber Care 
h taken of the Princefs as may put me out of alt 
Fears and Jealoufies of ibis Nature. 
.In this Diforder of the King and Albanio^ Zarah 
fpund -an Opportunity to retirt, which Ihe could 
not do without Tears in her Eyes, and the utmoft 
Confufion in her Face, which Mulgarvius loon dif. 
covered as Ihe came out of the Clofet, for he had 
waited all the time with the laft Impatience, ta 
guels at the Meaning of this clofe Gabal betwixt 
the King, the Duke, and Zarab. Haying this Op- 
portunity, he was refolved not to let it flio without 
Knowing fomcthing of this Grand Affair before he 
fet her go. Madam^ faid he, witb all the Tendemefs 
of a Lover J I conjure you^ if you have any Honour'^ if 
you have any Pity or Cornpt^on for a Man upon the Wrack 
of Defpair^ f^i^fy ^^ ^^ ^his Point only ; ff^as not I tbr 
Sidye£l of your Difcourfe^ when in the Kin^s Clofetf And , 
have you not hetrafd iht Prinafs to btr Father oM tbe- 
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^g? 4^w^ mi^ I eninaiyouy f$r my boding Heari 
foretehme^it is true^.' IVas it not barbarous and cfu-^ 
elJ$Ltill mCy that the Princefs Un^d mey when ydU 
4^fi0ri to ruin mef Could you not have kdpt ihdt 5^-^ 
cret from my Breafit 

At this Rate he went on exclainaing ^inft tfta 
Perverfiicfs of his Stars, and reproaching Zarah (o- 
paflionately, as if he had been rather her Lover; 
^han Albanians. She all the while, tho* Ihe had been 
confounded with Vexation^ Hftened to the Mufick 
of his melting Numbers, and found her Breaft foofil 
warmM with a relenting Pity for the Ufage Ihe had 
treated him with \ nor was (he able any longer to 
keep' on the Mask which veilM her Paflion frotti 
Mtugarviusy but cry'd oUt as in the Extafy of LoVe> 
Tou lore ipfdme^ my hord^ and I have made my [elf un- 
happy! Ait thefe Words fhe would have left hirti, ' bu( 
fie ufed all Means poffible to ftay her. For Heavet^^ 
Jokey Madamy faid h^, tell me what you home done or 
[aid to my 'Prejudice or your o'Umy that I may be able W 
vindicate my feW if inmcenty orfuefor Mercy if guilty. Tou 
are guilty y anfwer'd fhe^ for you love the Prinoefsy and I 
4m doubhf guilty^ for Ihflve betrayed both hery myfelfy and 
you. And with that Ihe broke oiit of his Arms, antf 
run down the Back-Stairs with much Violence ; he 
was left in the greateft Surprize imaginable, not 
knowing what to think or do; fometimes he fan- 
cy*d phe 'thing, fometimes another •, now he imagined 
this the. Effeft of fome fudden Paflion of Love in 
ZarahH Breaft, and then again, he thought thi$ 
might proceed from fomething. that Albania had 
fpoke ag^inft him to the Kingy and thus agitated 
betwixt Hope and Fear, he took as little Reft as 
we may fuppofe Zarab did, that Night. 

Next jMorning a Meflage from the Kin^ was km 

^m, in which he was forbid the Court till further 
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Orders: But, good Godl What Confufiott wai he 
in when he received it ? Is it fojfible^ faid he, that 
any PerfoHy much lefs that Zarah fiot^d be fo wicked^ 
without arty Reafon or Provocation^ to expoje me to the 
JQn^s Anger? It is a Thing I cannot believe^ Icamot 
penetrate intd^ but *tis a Thing I can never pardon. 
Zarah, in the mean time being fenfible, what me had 
done wou'd refleft upon her, without Ihe found ou? 
fome Way to divert the Storm, inftanc'd Hippolito 
^!l\ that Night to go to the King next Day, and 
give him fuch an Account of the Matter, as might in^ 
tirely alter his Meafures ag^inft Mulgarvius ; for the 
King was eafie to believe any Thing that might 
jfree himfelf frop Troybl^ \ and therefore thank'd 
Hippolito for his Information, and was glad he had 
^n Opportunity now of fhowing the Efteem he had 
for Mulgarvius, whom he caused to be calPd ta 
Court again very fuddcnly : This created many Specu- 
lations Abroad, as wpll as at'Cpurt, to know what 
the Secret of the King's fuddcn pifpleafure was againft 
Mulgarvius, and his as fuddenly being rcinftatedin 
the King's Favour again •, but at laft it got Wind, 
jind wa^ pubiickly t^lk'd by every Body, that Mulgar^ 
vius had made Love to Albania, that fhe really 
approved of his Addrefles, and that Zarah was confi- 
dant to the Amour, that the JCing had been informed 
of it, and that this was the Ciufe of his fud- 
den Difgrace | fo that being made no Secret, it pre- 
fently blew over, and there was an End of that Hur^ 
ripane. But our Hcroick Lover could never for- 
get this Treacfiery of Zaral/s all his, JJfe after, 
^hough fhe courted hlni to her Favour bv all the 
Arts ' and Endcarjnents proper for a Woman now in 
|ier Rank and Station •, for Ihe had always a double 
Plot upon him, the one was to oblige her felf by 
^ gonverfation^ and the next was to* oblige him 
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by maintaining him in the good Graces' of the 
Princefs, whom he always believed had a Value 
for hun ; and therefore notwithftanding he cou*d 
never heartily forgive her, he carried tsi fair Out- 
fide to her, to Ihow that either his Politicks, or 
his good Manners, or both together, were able to 
furmounthis Ill-Nature. 

In a Ihort Time after this, Rolkndcf dies, and Al- 
banio fucceeds to the Crown, when Hippolito became 
one of the greateft Favourites of his Court; and 
now thefe was no longer need to make Ufe of MuU 
^arvius for any Defigns they had in View.; but Hippoli-- 
to and Zarah^% Jntereft were lufficierit to obtain what' 
they cou*d reafon^bly dcfire. The King firft of all, a$ 
his future Merits (how*d he deferv'd, advanced him to 
one of the chief Commands of his Arm^ and afterwards 
made him a Grandee of AUngion. Zarab^ at the fame 
Time, was not wanting to eftablifli the Intereft of 
her Family firm, as well as that of her own -, an(^ 
though hei; Siftdr had good Afliirances of all the 
Favours AHanio's Queen cou*d beftow upon her, yet 
her Affiftance was not wanting to make Onelio Vice- 
roy of 3eria ; and notwithftanding this had not all 
the Effefts they expefted from fo great a Defign, 
j:hey made ftiU fure Work againft all Accidents 
that might happen hereafter, to engage the Prin- 
cefs Albania^ wno was certain, in her felf or Poft- 
erity, to fucceed her Father; fo that they took 
two Strings to their Bow, and were refolv'd, when 
ever either of them broke, they would ftill have 
foniething to truft to. 

But it was not long e*er Zdrab her felf grew jea- 
lous of fbme Powers at Court growing too great for 
her or the Princefs either to matter: She did not 
Jike the Queen taking upon her fo much, and par- 
ficularly l^er Jntknacy with ^obone^ who was her 
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Creatwc,. and fhe faw the Queen had entirely gs^^^^f 
Kni to, her Lure, by fome Arts flie was fenfibife; 
m anibitious or covetous Man could refift ; therefore; 
iHc Ifde raised a MifunderfUnding betwixt jff- 
kinid, ^d the Queen, being continually near the 
Ferfons of both the one and the other y in which 
Controveffy ihe infiuenc'd both ISffoUfo and Folpone^ 
£i^tending there wa^ a great Deal in it that con«' 
cerfiM the Good of the Nation, and the Succeffioix 
of Albania to the Crown. Indeed there was fuch' 
jiift Apprehenfions of Panger as flie Ipoke of; but* 
tliey proceeded not from that Caiile which fhe wantr 
^d to pique the Queen with, but from a private 
Grudge the Queen had againft Zarab^ whom Ihe' 
obftrv'd influenced Alhanid in all her Adtions ; and 
tlierefore fhe cou*d never have any Intimacy with 
her, but what irnmediately was communicated to 
Zdrdbj and fo of Courfe came to HippoUto and VoU 
ffo'ne^ both of whom were always upon the Watch, left 
tfhc'Oueen, by her fubtle Infinuationsf, feould alienate 
^3ie Affeftion of Albania from thpfe private Friends 
of hers, and procure her other Acquaintance of her 
pwn'Intereft, which was necefTary to perfwade her 
jhto a good Opinion of the Queen, and the induU 
gpnt t^bndn^fs of the King her Father, who at. the 
lame Time were contriving to deprive her of her 
Hopes of SuGccfllon t6 the .Cro^n, and only want- 
t?d to, make her an Inftrument in her own Ruin, 
This Matter wa? long in Agitation, to bring Al^ 
hnia into the Intereft of the King's pefigns i but. 
their Mcafufies were dways broke or rnterruptec{ 
by Zarabj HippoUto^ orVolpone^ who ftill counterplots 
ted -all the Stratagems laid by the Court, till they were 
Jet into the Secret^ and rewarded liberally by the 
King for their wife Management of Albania^ whon) 
(hey were direftcd to kec|) m Jgnorance fromtl 
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great Defigns they had in View. At this Tiire 
there was one Solano^ a perfeft Machiav^l^ and xmt 
who was fecretly in the Interefl: of Zarabj but had 
not at that Time declarM himfelf : this fubtle Statef- 
man the King employs, careflcs, and in fhort op^ife 
to him all the Secrets of his Heart, fo that nothing 
was done now without SolanOj he governed ths King 
as abfolutely as Zarab did Aliama% no Defigns were 
fet on Foot, but what he was firft made privy to^ 
and none were executed without his particular Di«< 
re6Hon. He was a Man of Zarai's Principles and 
Volpone^s Politicks 5 and therefore had this Gaitle- 
man been fut^eft to Revenge having fhown ut 
what Wonders he was capable of performing, what 
might not his Enemies have expcded from him? 
But as it was not fufficient for the Legiilators of 
the Greeks only to underftand Philofophy, but alio to 
put it in Prafticej fb it was his Pierre to pro- 
fefs the Precepts of the SfoidkSj and partiauarly 
that of taming his Paflions, before he wou'd fit at 
the Helm to prefcribe Rules of Government. 

The Obligations which yiHigim owes to this Great 
Man, render her incapable of an Acknowledgment > 
and the Thanks they owe his 'Policy, are much 
greater than the SatisfadKon they receive from it; 
though he made a bold Attempt to purchaft the Be^ 
nediftions of the Kingdom, and l^ the Productions 
of ftrange and unheard c^ RevohtionSj to fumifii thtf 
rcfl: of the WorM with Ma«er both for Envy a^ 
Admiration ; for without bemg any thing lefs than 
a Bariarum^ no Man ought endeavour to blemifii 
the Fame of his Politicks, who has made j€bigim 
fiourifli (b much in Pclicy as it has done of late. ^ 

But to proceed, Solana was the very Creature 
both of the King and Queen, fb that all Foreigri 
ihrinq^s imde their Coiurt to him, as they did af^. 

serwards 
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cerwards to Wppolitd.' This Uncommon Favourite of 
the King's, being fo entirely Mailer of all the Tranl^ 
aftions at the Council-Board^ and every where elfe^ 
and not making the leaft Court to Abania^ by which 
Means Zarah might pry into fome of his myfteri- 
ous Doings perplexed her very much^ and Ihe cou'd 
no longer bear the Torment oi living ignorant amidft 
the Variety of Qdbals that were then carry'd on with- 
out her Privity ; for Volpone and Hippolito were both 
ignorant of the Dcjfigns Solano was adfvancing, irr 
which he aded with fuch refin'd Subtilty, that he 
made even the King himfelf a Stalking-Horfe to his^ 
dexterous Treachery.

covery that had been made by them i though at thd 
fame Time Hippolito coiiM not but be Gonfdous'. of 
what he had faid, and SalopiUs of, wh* htf h'Ai ddiie^ 
Aurantio was gall*d at the very. Soul to think futh a 
great Defign (hou*d mifcarry through Treachery,' 
and he be thought fo little a Statesman as not tbf 
know the Men better that he entruftedj: neVer Wasi 
a Prince fo perplexed with Minifters, nor knew he 
how to help himfelf, for dill as he changed he was

It was now the King kx\% Aurantia to her Sifter on 
mrpofc to perfwatde her not .to employ Zarah at^ further ht. 
%£r Service^ an^ to give herthefecret j^eafons why. 

But Zarah/ hdd fo prianaged the Matter with -4f- 

tinla 4S to preppflefs her with the Thoughts that 
er Sifter was come on a private Meffege fronc( 
^e King to prevail with her to relinquifh her fo^ 
ture Title to Albigion^ ox at Icaft to do fon^thing 

• • . .' •■" • m 
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0iat would be Prejudicial to her and her Pofteri-s 
ty; and in order to that they defign'd to engage 
her Highnefs to turn Tier out of her Service, up- 
on fome Pretenfions or other flie heard they had 
form-d againft her, to facilitate their Defigns. So 
that when the Queen was arrived at the Gates 
of Albania*^ Palace, which was th^n in the Coun- 
try, which flie had chofe on purpofe to be re- 
tired from Court, ihe had a Meflage ready pre- 
paid for -her, that Albania wds not in a Bifpqfi- 
tion to receive Vifits^ thd" it was from the ^i en her 
Sijlcr. This ypu nuy be fure could not buc afflift 
the good Queen, who was full of Love and AfFe6t- 
ion to jSbania^ being a Woman that was always 
compaflionate, and fliewed a tender Regard to all her 
Subjefts. But the King, who was naturally Pafllonate 
*in himfelf, tho* he governed it more than molt M n 
were capable of doing in the Publick Admin ittia- 
tion of Afiairs, yet he took fuch Notice of this Carri- 
age to Aurantia^ that he fcarce forgot it all his Reign 
after. And fince he cou*d riot reach Zarab\ whona 
he never thought Innocent, he fhew*d vifible Marks 
of his Refentment to Albania^ and neglefted Hippo- 
lito a long Time after, Tho* it Was not lb long 
c*er Zardi remembered the King again, when he had 
Jaid a fecond Stratagem to penetrate into the Ene- 
mies Cbuntry by the Way of Briefeia\ but this fuc^ 
ceeded worfe than the Firft* and was lb well kno^^ 
ip the Enemy, that the whole J^ation began to takjj; 
Notice of it as a Mifcarriage that redounded much 
to the Diihooour of Aur^mtio^ who had more Peo- 
ple about him, fome faid, than Zarabj that lludied 
^o confound all* his Devices, and render him Odious^ 
to Jthe. People, who then began to Murmur grievoufly 
^gainfb his 'Reign; others there were that extolPd 
^pfe very Perfons the Court thought Inflrumental 
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to ^U die Treacheries that happened to • the Publick 
Cpuncils of the Nation. 

At laft Aurantio faw there Was no good to be done 
TOthout employing thofe Perfons who appeared tq 
thwart his Counfels; not but he faw at the fame 
Time f hey were Perfons fitly qualified for Publick Bu- 
fin^s, being Men of difcerning Parts and quick Judg- 
ments ', beudes, Salopius began now to appear back- 
ward, and refufe every Thing the King would have 
put lipon him, for he never fufpedled him at all, not- ' 
withftanding his Treachery^ becaufe he deceived him 
by his Indifference and Shinefs to be employed, when 
his chief Reafons were he lovM his Pleafure too much 
tg ferve any Prince, and he lov'd Alhanio too much 
to ferve Aurantio to any Purpofe \ another Thing was, 
Solano^ who tranfaded all Afiairs behind the Curtain, 
was now become as one Perfonby his ftrift Alliance with 
fyppoUtOj and therefore recomniended him to the King's 
Favour, who faw in him every Thing he cou*d defire 
tohisP.efJgns, and therefore received him again, both 
into the Council and the Army j nor was it long e*er 
PolponCy who had likewife ally'd his Family to Zarai>^s^ 
was employed in the moft Secret Councils, fo that (he 
had no* room left now to entertain. Envy or Revenge j 
yet flill (lie had not what (he chiefly wanted, Auran^ 
tto\ Abfence ; for tho^ the Queen was gor>e, her Fear§ 
were greater ftill, left any Accident fliould* intervene 
to crofs Albania of the Crown, for there was all 
her Hopes J and Fortune, which had purfued her 
clofe in every Adventure of her Life, r<:folving not 
to keep her .long in.Sufpence, now made Way for 
all her Expedations to fucceed, by the fudderi Death! 
of Aurantio^ and Albanians Accelfion to the Throne 
of AWigion. . ' * 

Now the whole Scene of Affairs was turn'd to Za- 
raB's Will and Pleafure j Ihe cou'd look no where 
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round .her without Tempting Objefts tX Grandeur j 
Riches and Ambition \ tvtry Thing that fhe faw flat- 
tered her, every Body made their Court to her, 
while the Formality of Albania'^ State hindVed her 
of the Secret Pleafure Zarah enjoy'd among Grouds 
of Fawning Courtiers. 

The Government of the Kingdom was in a manner 
in her Hands, and whoever expefted Favours or Re- 
wards, muft apply themfelves to Zarah^ by whom all 
was granted, as the Pipe that conveyed the Royal 
' Bounty to the Subjeft; paft Ages have furniihM 
;us with Examples of this Nature, Poflerity may fee the 
like, but not equal to this ; for it may be ^^id, without 
Exaggerating upon the Subjeft too much, Albania rook 
the Crown from her own Head to put it upon Zarah^s. 
This great Rife of hqrs, and her Power at Courts 
gain'd her the Title of Queen Zarah among Foreigners, 
who kne>y not the Coimitution of Alhigion^ where; it 
has been an ufual Thing for Kings to uncrown thc^m- 
felves, and place it on their Favourites. This raised 
her many Enemies among the Ambitious Grandees^ who 
envy*d her Greatnefs ; yet fhe had a particular Way 
with her of Monopolizing all Perquisites to her lelf, 
that gain'd her more Hatred' from the Court-followers \ 
but the mod confiderable and dangerous Enemies (he 
had were Roffenfis and Mulgarvius^ the laft of which 
retained ftill a Relifh of her old Grudge to him. 

Statesmen and Favourites of this kind arefcldom knowA 
to agree, the Ftrfl aiming at the good of the State, and 
the Felicity of their Monarch ; the Lafi only Arriving to 
Enrich themfelves, tho* upon the Ruin of their Coun- ^ 
try, are Oppofites to one another ; and fo confequent^ 
ly when Favourites flourifli, the State languiflies, for 
Perfbns of their Charafters being Rivals to one another, 
generally go cunningly to work, and fo interrupt all 
^ther Bufinefi going forward but their own. 

Theft 
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l^hefe Perfons, tho* they were all of great Spiriu^ 
they were too Prudent to declare open War againft 
one another, and let the World fee their blind Side; 
and who had the apj^reht Advantage over the other, 
jiWamdy on the other Hand, was veiy wife, and of ^ 
Peaceaye Difpofition^ too Cautious as yet to Side 
with either to the Prejudice of the other y but having 
a Kindnefs for both Roffenfis and Mulgarvius^ and 
knowing Zarah had a Secret Diftafte againft them, as 
Perfons that were only capable of Influencing her, flie 
never gave Zarah t)ie Encouragement of fpeakirtg an^ * 
thing to the Prejudice of cither of them. 

And now we muft fuppofe Hippoliio advanced to' 
the higheft Pinacle of Honour he was capable of 
haviqg beftowM upon* him as zSuhjeSy and indeed 
hone cou*d be too great for his Services, confider- 
ing all their Circumftances -, he merited a juft Efteem 
both froni the Court and Country ; every Body now 
admired the Queen, that (he had confirmM the wife. 
Choice of Aurantio^ for all the World fpoke well of 
tlippolito^ and ExtoliM his Gallantry, he was look'd 
upon abroad as if he had beeii S jvcreign of Albigion^ • 
from which he had been lent ; and the fame Honours 
were paid him in the Army as they ufe to Crown*d 
Heads : Thus laden with Honours at Home, and Vic-^ 
/i?ry Abroad, he fought, he conqef'd, and triumphed 
over all the Heroes of his Age : nor was he lefs in 
his Family than in himfelf : VoJpmij his neareft Ally,' 
was Abfolute at Home as he was Abroad; under 
jiis Adminiftration the Nation tk>urifh*d in Wealth 
and Riches^ Soldiers turned Ufnrers in their Tents^ and 
Sailors in their Cabbim -, the Merchant went no more 
Abroad for Gain, but Traded fafer with the Govern^' 
jnent : The Queen fat eafy in her Throne,^ nor fek the 
Weight that Crowns dogive^ and all the People won- 
dered at the Tranquillity the Nation felt in thofe B(jefl: 
Days of Zarah and Volfone*% Reign, Butr 
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• But there is ftill one Obftatcle to all their FJatterr 
iiig iFeHcities, for what Human6 Happinefs has y^et 
been without a But? The Eeclefiafiieks of Ali^gi$n were 
Ytry Rcftlefs and Uneafie at this Tkic of Government, 
which like a Torrent threatned the D^::ftru6tion of 
their Conftitution, which, as all Wife Men of the 
Nation thought, was the Foundation of Albigion^s 
Future Peace and Tranquillity; the Priejis began now, 
sk they had all the Reafon in the World, to exclaim ' 
afeaijift the Modem Invajions of their Rights and Prif- 
■^eges from the Pidpity and to admonifh their Audi- 
ence boldly to adhere to the Principles of Religion 
their Forefathers had -taught them, and purchased for 
•em as an Inheritance, at the Price of their Precious 
Blood; they were daring enough at all Times, and 
irt all Places, even in their Publick Afl&mblies, to 
point out, as we may fay in plain EngUJh^ the Perfons 
whom they faw were riie Authors and Promoters of. 
thofe Mifchiefs that were then brought upon 'their 
Fundtion, and daily like to increafe, to the 'Preju- 
dice of the Prefint EficMijhment. 
* This Management, which wa;s thrown upion Zarab 
and Volpone^ caused great Alterations in the Minift- 
ry, and no fmaH Feuds among the People, whofe Heats 
rofe to that Etegree they were ready to knock thofe on 
the Head who appeared to vindicate tht Religion of 
the State^ which the others were endeavouring to laugh 
ojut of Countenance, and ftigmatize all thofe^that were 
its faithful Affertorsj with Infamous Nicknames^ to ren- 
der them odious to the Populace; but this Hellifti Stra-' 
tagem fo far faiPd of its defign'd Succefs, that it pro- 
duced quitfe contrary EfFedts, and thofe very Perfons, 
whofe Fame and Reputations they defign'd to Ruin,- 
bjjcame the Barling Patriots of all the Wife, Difin- 
tereftcd imd Unprejudiced People of yHiigion^ and may 
jn fature Times become a Scourge tp thofe ImpoUtkrlc 

G Statefmen, 
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Statefmen, who now envy them the Honour that 
they thennfelves have eftablilh'd upon them through^ 
put their Country j and it is not unlikely they may 
prove a Thprn in the Sides pf thofe Men who thought 
to ftab them to the Quick. 

If Mulgarvius and R&ffenfis be thrown out of th^ 
Minijiry^ who knows but Volpone and Fuimus may be 
drawn into the Mir^? Obomius was as great in the 
Days of Rollando, who lov-d him as tenderly as e'er 
Albania cou'd Volpone % but yet this Wife and Jufl; 
Favourite Minifter durft not be tnifted by his Matter 
through the Streets of Lodunum^ for fear of the en- 
raged Multitude ; 'Tis a Happinds a State/man knows 
not how fufficiently to value, mt to. be Popular ; Hip^ 
polito has managed this beyond Example; he never 
made hipifelf the peoples fdol^ and confcquently the 
People could never make him their Sacrifice^ 
'• What thoygh jp^^/mW was made a Stalking-horle 
to th^ State ? They were forced? to par,t with him be- 
fore they could catch the Game ^^^^/i^ was hunting 
for ; iatnd though the Cambrian be a Tamer Beaft, he's 
l)ut an Afs at bpft, whofe Ears will fcare the Partridge 
before they can drive them to their Nets \ Sqlano^ the 
Beardlefs Legate will return well fraugl|t with long 
Experience, and then thp ^tate wili have no fur- 
ther Ufe for Make-fiifts, 

But all this whilp thefe intricate Affairs of Cburck 
and Stale perplex 'd the Good Queen !^arab'9 for tho* 
her Royal Miftrefs was ftill Living, and Reign*d Ab- 
folute Queen o'er all her Subjeds Hearts, yet the 
Weight and Qurden of the Government prels'd hea- 
vy on Zarah^s Shoulders^ which flic, like a Second 
AtlaSy kindly fuftainM, without the leaft Return of 
Thanks from that Ungrateful Country of Albigion ; 
that Country th^t could never fpeak well of her Pro^ 
l^f^ors an4 Deliverers^ but like an untam'd Horfe^

i^2A always apt to kick thofe that dar*d to Ride 
her. 

Nothing griev'd Zarah like this ungovernable Spi- 
rit of the AlUginois^ who wou*d not bear to think 
bf being rid with a Side Saddle^ having had their Back^ 
galPd fo much before in the Female Reiga of Rolando. 
But notwithftanding all thefe Difficulties, Zarah wa^ 
refolvcd to mount on the Stirrup of Hippolito^s Fame 
and Condudt, and drive her Beafts forward by the 
Help of Volpone*s Rod ; for though it wou'd not fmari 
as fome other Rods do, it had a ftrangc Faculty in 
it of Tickling fuch Cattle as were Froward into the 
moft pleafant Gentle Paces imaginable ; bythis Means 
file got on ,the Backs of the moft Able Pads in the 
whole Kingdom of Albigion^ fome of which flie rid 
to Death, and others file heartily Jaded. 

There were two very ferviceable Black Nags flie 
would gladly have Rid, arid ufcd all the Gentle Means' • 
ihe could think of to manage, but they wouM ne- 
ver fubmit to be Backed •, they had been fo long us'd 
to Run at their own Liberty, it was n6t ifi.her Power 
ever to get ^em bridled with either fi'or^ or Snaffle i 
there was a Milk-white Steed that was thought wou*d 
. have niade 9ne of the ufefulkft Beafts about the Court i 
this (he managed /o dexteroufly as to be able to 
mount him ; but fetting forward of a Journey where 
fhe defign'd to ride him, he kicked her liighnefs 
off at the Court-Gate, which fo difgrac'd her, (he never 
cou'd endure a White Horfe fince ; and fome fay it 
had fuch an EfFeft upon her, that fhe began to hate 
every Thing that Was White, wou*d fcarce beair 
Clean Linnen, and cou*d not endure Lawn-Sleeves. 

A -fmall Time after thefe little Difgra'^es whicji 
Zarab met with, the great Efteem Mulgarvius gained 
among the Patriots of Albigion did not a little pei*- 
plcx her J for he hald now both the Ear of Albania^

and fhe Affbiflions of the People, and Nature Aa^ 
Merit both had furnifli'd him with a Capacity fit for 
Authority ; and that which vex'd TLarah worft of all 
was, that they had given him fo much Independency i 
for had he been one that wou^d have fufFered himfelf 
to be carried away by the Perfwafions of Flattefyy he 
wou'd eafily become a Prey to her alluring Arts. 

This was fo infupport^ble to her, that fhe cou*d 
not reft till fhe had communicated hef RefentmentSr 
to Vblpone^ of contmuing Mutgarv^ius ftill aibout the 
Court, to be an Eye-fore to her, and a Spy upon' 
all her Anions. Volpone fubmiflively told her all 
Things fhou*d be according to her Mind in k fhort 
Time i but as yet fhe ought to wait a few Days, 
faying, 'That great Polititians (fuch as himfelf undoubt^ 
edly) had found by Prejidents^ that Peace and Union 
preferves a State ^ that Love maintains it^ that Ambition 
and Novelty deftroys it^ that Moderation hanijhcs Ha^ 
tred and ^arrels^ that Swavity fupprejfes Envy i be/ides^ 
continued he, amongji fo many Itlujirious ^alities as 
we have obferved in Albania, / will not omit the Su^ 
fream Virtue of Moderation, wherewith fhe favours 
her Friends^ and even her very Enemies too^ and which 
we both know by Experience fhe poffeffes in the higbe/i 
Meafure\ ard that her Irafcible Part hath never been . 
nble to furmount it\ wherein I take much more Notice 
ef their Good Luck who have the Benefit of it^ than of 
their own 'Defer ts ;. and of the Influences which come from 
her^ than of the Std?je£l which makes her lay ajide Se- 
verity^ andfhew her felf favourable and mcrclfuL, I mean 
her Clefnency^ which is the Judge of Vengeance and the 
Moderatrix of Power^ where there is a ^ueflion of lef- 
fining the PuniJhmentSy which a Perfon of Authority may 
infliil upon fuch as are under her Obedience. 

This Virtue is a Gift of Piety ^ a Sweetnefs of Spirit v 
/jr Clemeney is of m Heroick EJfencey and the DefeRh- 
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m af that AJ^vt ondUnMdkd P^^hHj which epp 
//, and Jiems to theck itj is the moftwondtrfkl Efitt\, 
that they who exenifi this Virtuey are ahle to product^ 
and the Vi£fory gotten tfvet it is much mote Gbtiotts 
than that 'which is 'dim ly Fbrct of Arms. 

Here Tarah interrupted him, Jayingj Shr^ yon pit 
mc in Mind of an Alt of this Virtue which Jhe txcer^ 
tiftdfime Daysjince at m Reiju^ in the behalf of ' ■ ' ■■ -• > 
Therefore it was that 1 fpcdie of it^ anfwer'd Vtdpom^ 
hecaufe I was prefent when you begged that Perfon*s Par- 
don^ and when the Addreffes of your Eloquence eqfily ob- 
tained what you dejsred of a Soul already difpos^d there- 
to by Virtue •, and for this Caufe it is I told you^ Cle-^ 
mency favours as well Enemies as Friends ; and that we 
mujl hold our fehes Happy ^ when Fortune makes us meet 
with more necejfary Motions to Pardon in them whom 
we Petition^ than Merit in the Offenders -, not but that 
your Difcourfe might have wrought the fame EffeS even 
upon Barbarians, bezaufe you took Albania upon a good 
Advantage \ but thai with another you wou^d not have 
fmceeded fo well. 

Sir^ faid Zarah, / Will only tell you for what ReafoH 
I undertook this Affair^ which was Accidental^ for 
finding him alone in the Anti-chamber^ I began to dip 
courfe with him about the Caufe of his Difgrace ; where- 
upon I obferved in him a great Moderation of Spirit ^ 
and much Serenity of Mindy and as he was going intof 
the Council'Chamberj I took Occafion to fpeak more free- 
ly to him -, upon which I undertook his Peace with Albania 
after this Manner ; Madam, faid /, // is a Humane 
Accident to have an Advantage over ones Enemies ; but 
to Pardon when we Overcome is a Divine Virtue ^ 
whence it comes that we prefer Clemency before Ri- 
gour \ Pardon him therefore^ Madam, and if you will 
not grant it for his Sake who hath offended you^ nor for 
mne who deferve not this Favour^ yet do it for your 

own 
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inm Honmr^ wblcb.willbe much more Glorious for ycu^ 
than to free your fell from a weak Enemy: An Enemy \ 
i ftiie him Falfe\ for I proteft to you he has as ma- 
TPf good Wijhes for you as you can think of Ways to 
deftroy him, and he bath ^abre(^dy received Punifhment 
fufficient from the Senfe of bis Faulty and from the 2V- 
ror you have given him j h^eak therefore the Neck of 
your Indignation^ and by forbearing to Punifb bim^ jhow 
that your Hatred is not Immortal.

ALiania hatd notbeen long fct upon the Thrqne 
of her Anceftors, and as yet indeed it was 
not to be expefted flie fhould (inderftand 
how to hold the Reins of Government ftea- 
dily, but Zarah plucked the flack ones out of her Hand ;

It happen'd^at this Junfture 
T>evoniuSj as Haughty and Nqble a Peer ^ any was

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HmlhM^ -and Z^arab finding flic- could not eafiJy dii 
place him, was rdblvM to weary him out, by dif- 
countenancing all his Under Officers, or make him 
obey Her Commands, by placing fuch in them as 
fhe direfted. One Day there happened a Vacancy, 
upon which Jnftaoce was immediately made to Zarab 
to fupply it, for no Body prefumed Devonius would 
beie bold as to aflcrt his own Right, when it was con- 
traiy to Zarsb's Will and Pleafure ; but this Confide-, 
ration did not in the leaft afFeft our Gallant Peer, who 
was fo hardy as to enter hin^felf into the Lifts 
with this poWerfijl Enemy. 

Zarab took upon her the . Nomination, and fent 
away her Officer without Ceremony to be canfir*m'd 
by Devonius', but to her great Mortification, and. 
contrary to the leafl: of her Exj)e(5tations, he fent; 
her a huffing Meflage back again, nor failM that • 
Minute to fecond it himfelf, by waiting on her with' 
aa:Air of Grandeur eqiml» if ncjt fuperior, to her 
own*, Madamj iaid he, ^/v y$H JSl^een of Albig^on ? ' 
jO' am^ I Lord Stixvari'rf the lhiijb(M? Jf y^ are 
the-firft, take this Staff? If I m. (he kfi, I only do 
py liufy by this JuflifkatioH^ at^jouhave ime more than ^ 
ytmps to be the Occqfian of it. ; She w^s ftartled at this, 
itM>eing the firft Rub ,(be I\ad A^t withal fince fhe . 
fancy *d her felfAbfolute Miftrefs' of the Court. 

We need not doubt but thi$ Uf^ge made Zarab. 
cautious liow fuch Men of Spirit as Devoniusj were 
employ^ afeain in any confidera,b]e Pofts that niight ^ 
interfere with her Government } therefore Ihe pitch-, 
cd upon Camtius as ia proper. Perfon for her Turn, 
^nd one i^ho would make Vntf^Jf^afier under her 
Adminiftration : Accordingly lie had ^ Staff, and was 
made the next Great Officer 'v\ t)\% Court to J^evonius; . 
i -don't fay it was given- him^. , 

.-■ . ■ ' ' ■ ^ For 
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l^oT Camtius. happening once to. be at Pliy with 
Zarab^ he Ipfl: more than a Talent of Gold to 
her : not at Cards or Dice^ which were not known in 
thole Days* but at a certain Game they call in Albigi- 
on Loofe-all. And this Ladv, who was always famM 
for Gratitude, finding (he had fo great an Obliga- 
tion laid upon her, and he the only Perfon in the 
World fhe defir*d fliould enjoy that Place, with* 
out -further Delay put him in Pofleffioa of it, whkJt 
fome malicious People faid he purchased at too dear 
$ Rate: Btut however it was faid, he was gratify*d> 
and Zarah pleased (he had got a Gamefter that under- 
ftood Loofe-all ib weU. 

The i*eople of Albigioni which is a Country full 
of Ill-nature, made ftrange Conftru<5Jions of this Af-i 
fair ; fome ' talked very loofely of Zaraby others re- 
proached Albanid^ the beft Woman In the World, for 
giving fuch Liberties to a Subjeft as Sovereigns tbem-i 
lelves have been chegk'd for. But all the World a- 
^;reed Ifae was ImposM on bythe fubtle inlinuationsr 
9nd peyices of Zarabl who got fuch an Afcendant o-^ 
Ver her in her Youth, fhe could never ihake off all her 
Life after : ifut let the Matter be as it wodd, ytlbania 
was never free from her Influence^ no more than fhe 
was from her Perfon, for fhe flirck to her like a 
Burr to a Q^arment.

^ith her Choice and the Difpenfations of her Fa- 
vours, but at the fame time,- could not forbear to re- 
fleft, that Zarah had done nothing for the Publick 
Service that could deferve fuch diftinguiftiing Marks 
of her Sovereign's Bounty, as were fit to make her e- 

qual to her Q^ n, and had already given her that' 

Title in the Mouths of all her Subjecb \^ many . of 
which had felt the Refentments of her Anger keen 
as that of Regal Power. 

Among the reft, there is this particular Inftancc :' 
As* Ihe was paffing through the Streets of Lodunumy 
where fbe often went to Traffick with the Merchahtsi^ 
and where the Traders would * tremble when they 
faw her at their Shops, ever fince the Story thaf they 
had amongft them of her Cunning Way of pur-' 
chafing of Velvets \ through thefe Streets as fhe was^ 
paffing in her Chair, an Unformnatc Aga met hof 
paffing by without Ceremony, his Cymeter broke 
the Glafs, fof' which his Commiffion paid in a few 
Days ; for her Imperial Highnefs difcovering his 
Name by hfer ServkntSf when he waited at Hippd- 
iito*s Leveej without concealing her Anger, or the 
Caufe of the Ag^s Difgrace, got him abfolutely 
Cajhier^d from the Army, not fufFering him to be 
heard, or his Friends to make Interceflion for him. 

This, as we may eafily believe, provoked the Agd 
to write the following Letter to Zarah^ which he 
caus*d to be dropt in a Publick Coffee-Houfe^ and was 
read thus ; Madam, How great a Shame is it for Albi- 
gion to fee Albania, the Mother of her Country^ a 
Prince fs who loves Goodnefs^ and the Kepofe of herSuB^ 
fe£lsy facrific^d to the Ambition of tf — — — , who refi- 
ders her the wcakeft of aU fFmen. The Cenirous Hv^ 

poUt<y 
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fpdlito bos too much Honour toejpoufe your ASlionSj Air 
haxixQ, too much J uftice to pardon your Crimesy Albigion 
t0o Much Power to bear your UfurpationSj ^and I too much 
Wrong to forgive, the Injury. 

This made a terrible Noife throughout Z^^i/z/^i^w, 
and every Body pity'd the poor Aga^ who was made 
a Sacrifice to her Indignation : An4 the whole SoU 
diery were fo concerned, it made the Young Rakes 
think cooly in an Evening, left by getting Drunk, 
they (hould ftumble againft Zarab^s Chair, and in- 
ftcad of breaking her Glafles, be broke themfelves. 
Some of them were fo dif-fpirired jat ,the Narrar 
tion of the yfga^s Fate, they would tremble at the 
Name, and as foon face the Mouth of a Cannon, as 
a Chair in the open Streets. 

But thefe things did not at all affeft the good For- 
tune of Zaraby which pour*d in upon her like a 
Deluge, and had been enough to have fwept away the 
mod Politick Favourite^ had not Albania^ like a Rock» 
fcreen'd her from the Infults of tcmpeftuous Waves, 
which began to roul upon her apace from the oppo- 
fite Shore. Danterius and Roffenjis fucceeded well 
in their Councils at Home, and Ormondo was fuccefs- 
ful abroad. Hippolita in the mean time had done little 
HI the Field ji^ fo that Zarah had nothing to boaft of^ 
whereon to ground a Reafbn for her Ufurpations over 

her Fellow Subjedfa. M upon this began to 

make her very uneafie, which foon put her upon the 
Methods of finding out a Way to make him filent, 
by lefs Attendance on the Court. So that Councils 

were held without M -^ being c^*d, and Bu- 

finds done without his Secrecy. 

This being obferv'd by Danterius who was much 
valued by all Men for his wife Counfels, foon four*d 
his Temper from the Publick Bufinefs, for he found 
he was going to be made a Tool to fuimusj S^lanc^y 

H 2 * Devofim^ 
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Devtmiusy and the reft of Volfme*s Statefmcn, to 
wlwm how 'he could reckon bimfclf no better thaiii iti 
Under-Secretary. This gaul*d him to .the Heart tq 
think of, confidering the Services he h^d done, and 
the Slights he had received fronl Court by Means, as 
it was fuppos*d, of Zarab, whp monopbliz^^d all 
Favours to her felf and. Family. 

RoffenJU^ Tkmterius^ and Af — •- — -, perceived now 
^mongft themfelves, they could np longer ferve 
Albigion^ fince jjlbania was refolved to enter Jntq 
other Counfels ; and it feelm'd plain to them no Bod^ 
could continue in the Service of Albania^ that were 
not firit refolved to do Homage to Queen Z^arab ; 

fhe would admit of no Rival in G— — i. or C-; 1^, 

and it is well known Volpme pay'd more Court to 2J<2- 
rab^sCoucbee than Albania's Levee. ... 

For about this Time,. *?^»i^w,. a very great Offi- 
cer in the Court, having Rufincfi of . importance 
with VolpGnei and^ ^ing hit3& go towards Z^n&'s 
ij6dgings after Council was over, depended upon it 
he Ihould find him there. Now Somerius was one of 
thofe who never made it his Study to know how to 
Cog, Flatter, and Prevaricate, . and who never was 
pf Opinion,* that the Chief Virtue pf the Court 
confifted in knowing how to Z.f> well, but rather 
Vdlu<*d himfelf Upon having 1 good Stock of B'eedom 
^nd Plainnefs. ^(?i^«^, on tbe^ oth^r^hand^* was a 
ft Man who knew perfeftly how to wear tWo Faces 
pnder one Head, that was to F- — ge« Flatter 
and Diffcn^ble, ^nd never f^k is he thought ; 
And this he v did for 'certain Reafohs and Maxims^ 
which he would have perfwaded AUrigion to .believe 
were void of all p^fign and Artifice, and manage^ 
with fuch Temper . and ModeraiioHj that the . leaft 

J.iconftancy or L^yi^y might npt appear in them* 

As 
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4^ foon as Somerius had difoatched his Affairs wW^ 
jflBMiOj he haftes with all Speed to Z^ah^s Apart-' 
ttient, and enquires iovVolpone\ the Old M?^, wh6 
geneiully attended tbene, and having his InftrudK- • 
ons, ^ed be bad been tbere tbai Evening ; bui toUhim^ 
be believed be migbi find bis Urdpip tbere anotber timi. 
^ '!2?/, anlwer*d Somerius angcrly and aloud, that the 
whole Gallery might hear him ; I believe Jo too^ /*wjp 
find Volpone bere^ if I come earfy iriougb^ and in^ 
kviib Zarah. The Moor was Thunder-ftruck at 
thefe Words, J)roceeding from fo great a Man, 
and having To many PeojJe then in the Galleiy, 
therefore, without any further Reply, clapt the' 
Door on his Grace, and withdrew into the Lodg- 
ings. 

' This did not a little provoke Somerius^ who was 
Haughty, thof he was Volpoueh Creature in other 
Rcfpedlsi therefore he turned from the Door witK 
Anger jn his Countenance, and RefentnTent in hiij 
^reaft, and the firft Perfon he met, which happened* 
to be LunariuSj whb had formerly been a Rakiih 

P r, and whom he entertains with this Difcourfe ; 

after having told him how he had been us*d ; Aff 
^dj faid ht^ Few Perfims follow tbe Court witbout en^ 
gaging tbemfehes in tbe Service^ either of tbe Prince^ op 
'of fome Cbief Minijler^ to make tbeir Fortune : A Frien^ 
of oursy^ wbo hatbfix^d bimfelf in a good One^ made Ufe 
of a great deal of Art ana Indujhy^ agreeable to a Pro^\ 
verb known and us^d in Qpurtjbip^ Ithat is^ to win th6 
Maid before the MiftrefS,^ bereby to facilitate bis Defign, 
as wfU knowing tbatto b$ tbe onfy Wpy \ in order to wbicb 
be fet all bis Craft oft Work to gain tbeyidixdj that ly 
her be migbt find ^«/ A^ Miftrefles Humour^ and confer 
i^uentfyj to difcem ber Inclinations^ without taking Notice 
of tbe Greatnefs of her Pomp and Condition^ or having 
that 4ue ^e^ard tp tlfe fnterefi of ber Kingdoms.

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InfinCy fy this Qourfe of bis^ be came fq perfeSfly to /w/r

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much troubled ber felf at what either the Court of 
the ^own hath /aid concerning her frequent meetit^ earhf 
and late with Volpone, Jince they are fo nearly allfd. 
JW fome Enemies and fome lU-natur'd People^ cen-^ 

fure her Guilty of a great deal oflm , forjbowing 

Jo little Shame atit\ yet the moft Religious andmodefate 
Sort of People are perfioaded to thecontraryy and the moft 
ilearfighted Eyes turn it to her Advantage, that her Con-- 
Jtancy and P erf ever once in the Matter ar£ the Juflification 
of her Innocence \ and that good Intentions never make 
4gy Account at all of the Noife raifdfrom Detraffion: 
Guilt is never without a Charaffer^ we may read it in 
the Criminals Faces ; // will appear in their very Eyes, 
tmd exprefs that the Contempt of Virtue hath caufedan 
Infurre£iioH of the Paffions. 

Now if tbefe iTsbo Perfcns, continued he, who are 
dUow'd to have great Spirits^ had neither Shame or Fear 
exprefs* d upon their Faces, how wou^d it be pqffiblefor a 
tVomanj whofe Sex is no lefs hafbful than weak, to have 
the Confidenu to appear at Court, andfhow her Face^ af- 
ter havif^ bkmiftfd her Honour, and efpecialJy it being 
Publi/b'd? 

As there ate J^erent Lovers, fo there are different 
Z/yves : Arid tho' that Sympathy which in all Likelihood is 
between them, upon the Account of their Refemblance to 
each other in Politicks, may have frequent Privacies, and 
thofe frequent Privacies fome little Kindnefs^ yet I believe 
fays he, neither of their Defires have tranfcended the 
Bounds of an agreeable ConverfaUon.

As for the diflinSion of 
a Lm)^ from a Friend^ I haw likewife had the fame Mo- 
tions with thofe who were of Opinion they might fpur on 
pry Hopes to the AuhievemenS of piy Dejires ; and as for 
the Facility of for faking her^ tho* anQther*s^ JSasl I have 
not found a Poffibility yet to effe£l itj after ^ having 
put in PraStice all the fever e La Jons I cou^d thi^ 
of to pumfb nry felf.

mtd the Powef of Lntereji j and that the Chains of fucb 
4s adore them are tooftrong to be broken. Ifbou^d not reck- 
M my felf Guilty of Lmpiety^ fays he, // /yZry, that Love 
which we bea/r to Women deprives us of the Vfe of our Free-' 
will, and hath a kind of Tyrannical Lnfluence upon our

lick Ufes ; nor did Volpone fail to join with the pious 
Work, by aflifting her Highnefe in this great Defigti 
ot uniting all the Hearts ofHer Majefties liege PcOr 
pie, when Penfions and Commiflions were beftowM 
Gratis^ for the Promotion of Peace and Unity, and 
Ecclefiaftical Dignities given to quarrclfome D— rs 
an purp9fp to .keep peaceable C — m— n quiet. 

How many thoufand Pounds were remitted yearly for 

the private Services out of Zarab's ]E :r and 

Volpone^s T rj? And all this to fupport the Inter- 
eft of jilbigionj by keeping in fuch a jutt Miniliry, a$ 
knew how to lay out Her Majefties Revenues to the 
beft Advantage: Not fuch as wou'd cautioufly faye 
pur Money, which hang it was not worth our keepings 

and let Zarab and Volpone H g or Dr n, they 

care not which, fo it be but "either. Thefe are fuch 
Minifters as the jillngions doat on^ for they are a cove» 
tous People, and wou'd fave their Money, tho* a thouf^ 
and fuch excellent State Tools fhou*d fwing for it. 
And therefore they fay Ohornius and Roffenjis were great 
Patriots, becaufe they lov*d their Countries Money ; 
and had more Regard to a Farm in Albigion^ than to 
a Kingdom in Utopia. But we find Crowns are not 
purchased at fuch ealie Rates; for ^/^/]gV^;!f has paid 
more for a Title than fome Kingdoms arc worth. ' 

And tho* Zarab Reigri'd without a Kingdon)f fte 
was a happy Queen, becaufe fhe liv*d in Luxury and 
^t Eafe, . without her Subjefts Affiftance, and in fpite 
of their Teeth : She taxed them not, yet they pay'cj 
her Revenues againft their Wills ; fhe was the Mir- 
f or of her Sex, and the Phosni:e of a Queen, for th^re 
pever was ofle like her, nor ever will be. 

I 2 But 
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yiut now we muft meet her, jpaying her Beyoirs t^ 
jCianiay' -s^ho IS preparing to pafs through* LoSmum 
for Joy of Hippolito^s great Succefs: Nor wanted Zj- 
^ab an Opportunity to catch the Praifes of the gaping 
Throng, ^^thout Atbania and fTippoHio^ fhe fails nop 
^o prepare her felf, and beautiful Solana her Daugh- 
ter to attend her Majefliy in this Proceffion. For Va- 
* pity and Ambition were Cwq Things Ihe wpuld not mils, 
if to be Kad. And fhe would be lur? never to give AU 
pania the Ohpportunity of gratifying any body?s Ambiti^ 
on befides her own, nor let the People doubt who had 
jhc beft Pretenfions to Albanians Favours, but ^ that fhe 
^laim'd all as her undifputed Right. 

There was no Body came near the Court, with the 
Vanity to think of being her Rival, but rather the ut- 
moll of their Ambition was to be her Cr^ture ; or 
liowevcr, to obtain fo much Faypi^r that Ihe might nof 
be their Enemy. This rendered her yery happy and 
great, that Ihe had nothmg to fear, and ftarce any 
thing more to hope tor, but to revenge her lelf of her 
tnemies, which were too numerous to give her the 
leaft Encouragement of any Profpeft that Way. How- 
ever, Ihe was refolv'd not to. die without making 
fome Attempts,, and accordingly as Ihe fuccfceded ini 
thefe, to 'go on. 

The firft th^t was to he made lenfible of her Refcnt-

felf indifferent to all that Zarab or the Court cou*d 
pretend to offer or Tantalize him withal; But they, 
peing ignorant of his Refolution, were refolvcd to 
devife fomth'ing that might be ofRrM him very great, 
yet very' xmlliitable to him, fp that He cou*d not in 
Honour adcept of it, or reruft it in Difdainj accords 
ingly Volpone was to wait on him with, "as they thought,* 
an uriexpefted Meflage-, which was, that Albania^ 
Itut of ber l^Jieetn for him^ an4 ihe Senfe fhe had of bil 



'great Abilities^ was refohfdu confer itpon him tbegreate^ 
'Pignity he cou^d ergcy in the Kingdom of Albigion, md was 
refoWd to free him from the Burden of thatfmalkr Office 
be now enjofd^ by conferring it on another lefs deferuing. 

But M^ with a great <leal of Wit peaJiar to 

him, anfwerM Volpone to his great Mortification, that 
he thanked her Majefty for her Superabundant Fitoours\ 

/md as to her great — he thanked God he was breda 

.Gentleman^ and had not his Fortune to make^ but woifd 
willingly wait till the Patriarchal 'Dignity fhmfd faU^ fon 
which he thought himfelf as fitly qualified \ if Albania 
wou*d be pleased to beftow that on him, he fhottd return 
Ms thanks \ in the mean Time he wou^d lay both his pre-* 
fent Office and himfelf at her Feet^ but did not think it 
proper to return if by the Meffenger. 
/ This nettled Volpone^ who had the intended Afiront 
he brought returned upon himfelf; and the Relation 

of M , his bantering them with their kind Pre* 

fent, knt Zarah twenty Miles out of Town, where 
the Bells of St. Albania rung fuch a Peal in her Ears^ 
file wi(h*d her felf deaf whenever fhe came there aa 
long as fhe liv'd after ; but this was but a Prelude to 
what fuccceded in a little Time. 

The next Berfon Ihe difcardcd was an old Patriot^ 
and an old Courtier ; Qnt that cou'd bite too as well as 
fnari upon Occafion j and the Lofs of his Staff, tho* he 
ftas a^, did not fo far difable him, but he might live 
to help a lame Dog over the Stile yet. He was forr 
merly Hippolito*s Frjend, and no Enemy to Volpone^ but 
Albigion now was the Care of his grey Hairs ; and Za-f 
^ah*s An^er couM nop provoke him to leave his G)un^ 
by to her Condufi-, or his Sheepfolds to the Care of hei; 
^bepherd. He was grown too Powerful for the Wohes^ 
an;1 too Politick for the Devices of the Fox. The 
Qambrian was fitter for his Office, for he couM fawr^ 
Hke 9, true C— t p — ^ anj^ Jick the Fcc^ of his M— i.

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., Bat now Zans^s Thoughts were bufily employ \! 
liow to maiu^ Afikirs againft the next great Sitjtinjg;

Tcry refty^ the* to her great Satisfaftion their Tim? 
was ihort; however, they perplexed her with wha| 
they 4<^t and ihe cou'd not reft quietly, till jfUfa- 
ma had fent them into the Country like a Parcel of illr 
tnanner'd B- — s^ that had no inore Refpeft for Zarah^ 
when Ihe came in Competition with their Country's Int 
ttiteft^ than if ihe had been nothing but the Daughter 
rf Jevifa : Therefore ihe was glad when ihe faw their 
Backs turn'd, and an Opportunity was given her to 
revengp her fclf upon iome of them who had been very 
i^^aktpert to her, when they fuppos'd the Power wa^ 
lodged in their Hands. So that ihe was refolvM now, 
not only to nnake them ieniiUe who' it was they were to 
obey, but for the fature to fecure herfelf under the 
]Pr^>£e£bion of a Shade of her own railing. 

Therefoi^ Ihe fent Circular letters with fecret In- 
^buflions to all thofe Petty States and Provinces, whq

Immediatelv upon thefe Intimations feveral States and 
^ ' — r under her H — Piredion made tlieir Ack^ 
oowlcdgmcnts in very fubmiflive Tjerms, and acquaintr 
«d her they wouM incontinently obey her Inlbrudions, 
and thought themfdves in Puty bound to thank her 
ibr Uie. great Care fbe took of Aipigion^ and for the 
particular 'Kegard Ihe had . to their feveral States, by 
^t munificent Bounties ihe had caus'd to be diftribiit- 
ed among them. Tho* ibme inrnoderatej^mvit were

oppofe fuch Men as were well principJcd w P^Udcat- 
Religion, and zeabtldy affeded to her HighWs^ft prt>^[ 
fent Government ; but notwithftanding all this* fchcr. 
ftubborn People of JlbigtM were obftinately beot »

iog Meads, wh& were followed by a Train f^ ^dy

The. Nbife of this Refentment ftruck ZaraJb's Earn 
with an unufual Surjprize, Ihe was troubled at it ex!-* 
treamly, and fome fay TigVd for Sorrow, which Ihe 
was fcarce ever known to do before, but her betteir 
Xhoughts prevailed upopi her at that Time, and ihe 
reproach'd her felf for Aich Bafe Dcfigns. But it is '4 
ticklifh Bufinefs for a. Woman to repent of a Thing 
that extreamly . delights her; and fhe feldom charges 
herfelf . home loir, a Fault fo pleafing as Revenge. For 
•thefe Reproaches of Zarah againfl: her felf were not al- 
together the uioil violent that might be expefted from 
one that pretended- to have a real Senfe of a Fault, but 
rather from one that was difappointed, that her D^- 
.figns cou*d not have their intended EfFcft, fo that 
jTomctimes fhe wbu'd, be angry with herfelf for tnaking 
fa much. ado. Ai laft, being aflaulted by Turns, on 
the one Side by Re/zfon^ and the other by Inter eft and 
Pqffion^ fhe got up early in the Morning, without hi- 
ving been able to taljc'e any- bther Refolution, than to 
yield Her felf up,* if poflible, to be governed by VbU 
ponij .and be for the. future meerly Paffive in the Ma- 
iiagemcnt of that Bufinefs, which fo long had ruin*d

B her Liberties^ aud who S her Free- 
dom ; who makes Religion a Politick Engine, and who 
Albania a Wooden Tool. 

Volpone was confounded,, and ftood Mute as a Stattte; 
while Zarah triumphed in hef Paflion, and footh'd her 
Rage for a Time with fuch like Refledtions : At laft he 
recover*d himfelf, but with a trembling Voice an- 
fwer'd; Madam, faid he, the\Sentiments I had of you 
were quite different from this outrageous Pqffion I find in 
you \ pray tell me coolly what I have done ^hat is not for 
your Inter efi and your Glory, for all the World bejides is 
indifferent to me. How many Reflections have I borne 
when 1 was conftrain'dto oblige you ? What Anxieties has 
it not caused in me Jince I was fo near Allfdto your 

^H ? Tet you barbavoufly withdraw your Heart 

from mCy whofe Poffeffton fmeeten^d all my Sufferings', dnd 
you come now to facrifice me to your Dtfcontent, which I 
, am not knowingly guilty of, my Tendemefs ftilt intereffes it 
felf for you, and weak as I am, I woiid willingly ferve 
you, tbo" at the Expence of my own life. 

Weak indeed, my Lord, faid Zarah, when you cou^d 
not protest me from being infultedin the Palace, but much 
weaker in your Head, when you could not forefee the Con- 
fequences of thofe feign* d Complements and Flatteries we 
paid UraniaV eldeji Daughter, to have a Return of the 
vilejl kind imaginable,, even to have our Favours defpifedy 
our Intrigues laugff^d at as empty Proje£ls\ Apprentice 
Boys hoot at me as I pafs the Streets, and throw me Pills 
, to Purge the Spleen ; fo that unlefs Volpone* j Thoughts 
be better, I Jhall have nothing for the- future to Juftifie nay 
Conduit', bfU all thofe who read the Hiftory of n^ Life 
wiU took upon me as a Monjter. 

Madapti, 
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Madam J faid Volpone, if I do not redeem your Honout 
J defiT^ to appear a Thoufand times more Criminal than 
you can reproach me^j but Fortune will fometimes phy 
ftrange Fantajiick and Surprijing Tricks. However reft 
djTured^ we have her in our Hands ^ and it is but turning 
we Wheel and /he will reprefent new Scenes of Pleafure. 

This Tomething appeas'd Zarah for the prefent, and 
they fedately confulted of new Meafures to brii^ ar 
Ixxut fuch Defigns as (he wanted to eftablifli, her Peace 
and Satisfaftion of Mind, by frefh acquirements <rf 
Kiches "and Honour. 

Ill ^Mer to which, that her Intereft might be firm- 
er in Mbigion^ Zarah propofes an Alliance wirh Mon- 
tecuto^ 2l Family of Riches, but guilty of as dark 
Defigns as Zarah""^. The Goodnefs of Albania^ % Dif- 
^ofitidn daily receives fi-efh Trials from Zarab^ for 
Montecuto now muft be made one of the Firft Grandees 
of AWigion^ that ncft one Branch of Zarah*^ R^ce fall 
to the Ground difhonourable. This gave new Ijfc to 
%arab\ ftie was ftrengthen^d now by a Man of her 
own Kidney; and it wou'd be hard to attack her of 
any fide, who had fortified her Intereft with Four of 
the ftrongeft Branches in Albigion. Young Montvcuto 
jaiid Hippolitaj the moft Charming of her Sex, were 
tioom'd to Confolidate this laft and ftrongeft Alliance ;

For 
that.PriiTtce's Crowii had jfet like a'Cr^n of Thorn$ 
upon Tti3\Head, h'ad riot that place Eas'd him fome- 
tinici from Rega! Caffes," which w^re th^ moft infup^. 
portable to him' oi* alF Mankind ; for tho* he had a 
fijeadfasSvell, qualified' for Bujinefs a$ at\y Man Born,; 
his'Hi^^rf'was all |ftkde \:^ of Pkafur ^y'^hxch was thd 
Loadftohc governed ali the Aftions of his Life, which 
inight hdve been as. Glorious as the Riches of Albigim^ 
and the entire AfFeiftion of the PWple cou*d maki 
thehi\ ypt his Clertiency, and other Princely Qualities 
lie was Mailer of, made him die the moft lamented

This pleas*d Zarab to fee, 
for It anfwer'a her Puipofe to find Albania eafie, fo 
^hat (he cou'd purfue her Game with the greateft 
Satisfadtion ; for all flie had to do, in order to anfwer 
her Defigns, was to draw Jlhama to Cambrienfis^ to 
vifit Urama*s Second Daughter ; tho* fhe was fenfiWc 
how the eldeft had refented the Favour (he beftow'd 
on her, yet to (how the Temper (he publickly pro- 
fefs*d to jUbigioHj (he was eafily prevailed on to go, 
where all the Entertainment and kind Reception waa 
given her that the whole Family was capable of. No- 
hting was too coftly, nothing too good, that they 
cou*d treat her with ; and Albania received their Ex- 
pre(rions of Love with mutual ^afisfaftion. 

This Profperous Advance elevated Zarab jand Vol- 
fme ,tQ the higheft Pitch of Pleafure that cou'd gratifie 
their Defires.

her, for which this Grand Expedition was made^ ancj 
ypon which account (he pr^ur'd Honoi^rs to be cdh» 
fi^rr.'d by Albania on feveral of the Family.

•^- of the Nation Ihou*d fit : For. they .dreaded thisf 
, Critical Time of erefting themfclves intoa/BodyQf 
.Men, that for the liiDure fliou'd influence all Affairs irt 
Albigioni and die very People fhou*d hereafter be known 
■ by no other Name than Zarazians. This very Thought 
pleas'd the Ambition o(.Zarab^ and made her ftick^ 
at hO Difficulries to bring it about; and fince flie 

had now both new Modeled the C t.and C — -y," 

' Ihe thought there i-emain'd aothing to do, but fet her- 
fclf in the fall enjoyment of hct Labour; for every 
thing feem'd now to be out of the Reach of Malice,' 
or the Power of Capricious Fortune^ to prevent; for 
there was fcarce a^Borough in Jlbigion into which her 
Ferrets had not crepty fo that; fhe w^ almoft confident 
there were no G ^ — — left to undermine her.

Nof 
was this the only Difappointment her lUuftrious H-— ^ 

' met withal, but that well laid Train at Camb^ 

ri£fifis was difcover*d, and the Miners themfelves 
blown up. For. when they expefted with Afliirance 
to hear of the promised Fidelity of the younger Dal^-' 
ghter.of Uranidy Ihe prov'd as Errant a B— to 'em as 
the Eldeft, and inftead of chufing a Zarazian of any 

Kind, fent them a Red Hot C n, an jilbigef(fts^ 

worfe, if poffible, to them than a Brufcus. ' ^/ 

This Aaion fet the. whole C—t in an UprcJar, idt 
they had aH talfc'd with Aflurance'of CafkU-^e'k/isyl^ 
thattHis was the nioft C^hfideVaWe Difappointment 
^hat a>uM have happened toi the> Zarazians at , ri;S 
Jundure •, and.it not only loft their Iritereft tji^ 
but the Noife of it reached as far as the Lantjs-cnai 
ifo that they du'rft not venture a Second Defeat at Ex**^ 
mtf, where they had as large Promifes as ziCojfAif-^ 
tnfis > nay, fo far they had prevailed there, as to^fe 
gage her Prekte,* who bad h^en one of their Virilfe^ 
Enemies, to T^^omk Volpone j yet when it came to tHfe 
Trial they deciin'd. it, and left that, entirely to thfc 
JDifpoiW-wOUife^^^/itf, who hated a Z^r^^^, a^A

Zarab was in a Conftemation to find herfcif out-- 
yritted, and it put her to the Rack of Invention to 
find out Ways ' to prevent the further Progrefs of 
thcfe Malicious Enemies, to hier and her T.ara'ZianSy 
and accordingly Ihe refolved toyV€\x Rofferifidy one 
whom fhehad but little Vafue for; and wou'd ne*er 
taye taken notice of but on fuch an Occafion :'"Hoi^-' 
ever, fhe refolv'd with chearfiil Smiles in her' Coun- 
tenance^ being an Excellent Miftrefs in the Art of 
!Di£mUing, to feijgn ati extraordinary Friendfhip for 
her, and to ufe her utmoft Pbwer with her Husband,* 
in an AfEiir of Importance that nearly concerned her ; 
Modern^ anfwer'd Roffenjia^ who knew Xarah very 
well, what tan your H-s propofe too difficult that I can 
denyyoUy If in my Power? For the Honour you do me in 
cjkim a Faveur^ is fufficient for me to grant it. 
\ nat is enough^ faid TLarab^ to perfwade me you haw 
a Friendjhip for me^ which I cou^d heartily wifh \ but not 
io trifle time away in Complements; pray tell me^ has my

Jaid'the Inhabitants had fuch a Refpeft for her HuA 
l>and, that there were no Doubt but his Affair wou*d 
take Effeft. This Sham Letter pleased /2^jf^<? won- 
derfully, and now took off all J ealoufiesf ihe" had en- 
,^^rtaih*d of her^ tho* (he cou'd not but remain ih Sui<- 

prizfr 
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^rize at this fudden and unpxpefted Kindncfs of Za- 
rah\ But not being enough upon her Guard, together 
with Zarah*s Subtle Infmuations, fhe dfciover'd tfle 
whole Bufmefs of her Htisband, what Intereft he had 

in , and who were the Chief Men that oppos'd 

him: She was fecretly pleas*d to hear this; but the 
more to cover her Treachery^ told her thofe very Men 
were particularly obliged to her, and if fhe wou*d en- . 
gage her Hulband to write Letters after fuch and fuch 
a Manner, flie wou*d find out Ways to make them 
take EfFeft; adding, that the State was very Necef- 

fitous, and the only Way to Eftablilh my L -d's 

Intereft was by B s convey'd the right Way, and 

by a Zardzian Hand, which was the Sureft Way to 
fucceed. 

Roffenjia was prevail'd upon to take her Advice, 
and direftly went to her Hufband, who Haftily, and 
without further Confideration, yielded to his Wife's 
Solicitation, and difpatch'd Letters according to Za* 
rah*s Defires, which fhe foon fends away, with Secret 
Inftruftions to expofe them publickly abroad, and fb

This piece of V y Succeeded even beyond her 

Expectations, for there happen*d to be a Particular Sort 
of Zarazians who efpous^d the Caufe, and refented 

R — ' with a great deal of Indignation. They 

caused his Letters to be exposed on the Town Crofs, 
and cry'd up Zarab for a great Friend to Albigion^ in 

detefting this piece of V y fhe had been the In- 

venter of. On the other Side, fome of Zarah*& |)ri- 
vate Confpiracies were difcover'd, and made as^publick 
here as they had been before at SanSla Albania^ where 
Letters of the fouleft Defigns were expos'd, and the 

Character known to be that of her H - s^s own

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But all thefe things, fome fay, proceeded from ^ 
^Jealous Defire ihc had to promote Religion^ which wa^ 
finkmg to nothing in jilbigion ; and unlefs it was fol? 
lowed with Fervency, People wou'd not diftinguifl^ 
^thie Zeal from Hypocrifie^ but take the firft for i 
Temptation of the Devil, aud fhe laft a pernicious 
Defign to rum all Mankind, under the Hellifh Mask 
pf Moderation. 

It is true indeed, we n^^y be tempted to our Perditi- 
on under a fair and falfe Appearance of Religion, 
which commonly proceeds from the Difcontentments 
of Life, or from fome eapricid or Fancy of the Brain : 
And therefore it is very neceflary to found to the bot- 
tom of Mens Hearts, to know whether the Religioa 
they profefe fprlng f|om pure Principles, or be poUut- 
fed with fenfual Appetites ? Whether Amhjtion oe not 
the moft prevalent, either to forward or hindef it ;.anct 
that fince Honour is fo tempting, and we have no o* 
ther Hope$ to attain it, whether we do not aipire to it 
by Means of Religion ? In fhort, there is an infinity of 
i^lfe and treacherous Motives, which bring Men to 
Perdition inftead of Religion. 

How many are they who afFcd it from a Principle 
pf Vanity and Prefumption, and do all they do out o| 

gefign and Fain-glory ? Some pretend to it in order to 
\ Siatefmen'j and make a Myfiety ot all f hings, an4 
}py a certain counterfeit and ftudied Art labour to pafs 
for great Men ; others difpofe of thcmfelves by Jk- 
ierefi^ and infiniiate with the Multitude to-be proteft- 
cd by them, that fo they may ejcact upon the World : 
All thefe People make Religion the higheft Point of ^ 
theif Politicks \iot by this Pretence they Reign imperi- 
pufly over many, and captivate the obftinate and unr 
thinking Vulgar, who are charmed with their promi(^ 
ing outfidc, and never enquire farther, but kt fucq 
Men difpofe of them at their Pleafgre.

And it is a coimpon Trick with thtei who fhldy t6 
footh and gull the World vnth Spedous Artifices, to 
inake frequent Ufe of Sentences^ in plqafeit Mattt^ 
and in grave Ones of Religimj which is as fb maidr 
JPrecious Stones toxmbellifh th^ir Defighs, and drcB 
up their Secret Mgfteries in fuch a pIcafantGarb/^ 
may excite the Minds of Men to Curiofitr. . ^ 

But to return to Zarab^ we fhall find ner phiniiivg; 
herfelf under her treacherous Conqueft over poor ^^ 
fexf/ia^ and glorying ih/?^ cou'd aft* h^r 'I^etrenge upon 
any of the Enemies of the Family of Z'arab. This 
animated her fo, fhe immediately difpafchM her E — ~9 
to ff^Qod/iockia^ where a Zarazian was opposed by 
fTalieriuSj who till then had always had the Favour of 
that State ; nor had he been rejeftcd how, but by ^ 
Secret Stratagem of Zarab^s. For GadogmuJf^s Intercff 
lay entirely upon her Management, wpich was rnond 
clofe and Secret, tho* AOt ot half that Importance as 
that of Cambriet^. And this was owi/ig in a great 
Meafure more to the quick Thought of Z^r^s F*^ 

V ', than to her own Contrivance; and the whole 

Scheme of this Affair was laid by Volpone^ Fuimus^ SotH\ 
eriusj and the reft of the Z^r^z/^ Confpirators ; for 
they were all in the Intereft of Zarab^ to deftroy th^ 

F ^m of all the States and Provinces of ytlUppn. 

The People were reduced to fuch a Condition, that 
they were no longer their own Maffeiis, but were tum-(| 
(his Way, and that Way, as thejr wnerc mov?d by their

This made the poor Wretches complain hcavilv.

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yr7*^v\thout. Pay. They were hurry'd from their 
l^o'uics in the Night, nor fufieiM to return Home 
^i^n^ey faw the Day, They were taught- to Swear 
^gamft .their Friends, for thofe they knew to be their 
grc^teft Enemies, . 

^ .Here they faw to their Sorrow Men of Vicious and 
Corrupt Lives and QmverfationSy without one good 
Aftion to recommend them, raised in a Trice from 
"Sloifcs^ to be Govemours of Provinces^ from Poor to be 
fiich and Powerfidj from Bafe and Unknown^ to be 
lHohkj and C^ief of the State-, honour'd for their Me^ 

ritjthzt is to wy,;^ their F y^ becaufe they were 

^rasianSj and Zarak got by their Service. There 
was no fuch thing as frowning or grumbling for the 
^reft of the AlhigtnoiSy if they expeded to obtain any 
thmg they defired ; in ftiort, they were for Exerdfing 
a kind oi Atbitrary and Defpotick Government againft all 
that were not TLarazians^ or at leaft Ibmething of their 
Kj^ney, who banifti all the Signs of Generofity and 
PiAlick Spirits, and encourage little befide Vanity^ 
Fraud and Cheatery^ which ran in the very Blood of 
the mc^er Sort of the Zarazians^ and was to be found 
too exuberant' in thofe of higher Rank. For Self-in-^ 
tereji aod C-: — — th Defigns fpring from their Pedi- 
grees, as Herbs from Plants. 

This is too manifeft in the Character of Artonio^ the 
yileil Zaraziat^ in Albigion^ and one who was uriiverf- 
ally hated even by his own Party. Who was fo far 
from being rul^d.by Reafon^ that he fufferd himfclf to 
be carried away by every little Perfwafion of Intereji ; 
for whofe Sake he certainly precipitated himfelf upon 
fome cbokrick ASionj the Event whereof fullied his 
flonour with the darkeft Stains of Infamy and Difgrace ; 
but that he vajued no more than he did Religion^ 
which he obferv'd* as little as he did paying his Pehts.

So ifhat ic haft been a I?ifpute^ whether Men ought 
toot to follow the natural Rcafons of thofe Creaturesr 
which are their Authors^ an4 which we find to be as 
l^otent as juft. And it has been judicioufly decided, 
that Religion is the Principle and Foundation 6i Policy i 
and that thofe States arc. alwajrs in Danger and Difoc* 
dcr in which it i$ not firmly fettled : So that the Beesp 
which never go out of their Hives^ according to Tradi- 
tion, without firft croffing their Legs, and kifling ;- 
them, by an Inftinft as it were of ReUgion^ Ihewiig / /- 
what we ought to do before we undertake any BuGnefii \.. J- 
and we ought of Neceflity to Worlhip aright before ■ 
we can know how tCo govern J(b. 

But this was a £}o6trine Zarah and her Zarazians 
were fo f^* from wpdtififlg, that they were rather for 
abolifhing naturaTLaWfi of Government^ and infti tu- 
ning new ones ef their own, according to their Modern 
Scheme of Policy, and fer-fetch'd Notions of Govern^ 
ment, quite diffetient from any yet Inftituted by HU 
Vint or Humwe R^ht before^ For the Bees teach i5 
that Men pi^ht to employ themfclvcs not meerly for 
their own Intercft, but their Friends ; Labour for their 
Country; and be Induftrious for the Good arid Peace. 
of the Confttion- wealth 5 and that they ought to he 
content with what they have,^ without . coveting what 
belongs to others, as they are with their Hives^ with- 
out Trouble or Difcord^ and without taking or feiadng 
uppn thofe <rf -their Neighbours. 

*Tis the Character of an Honeft PditidaHj to con- 
tribute as much as he poflibly can in order to the 
general Content of the World j he muft always avoid 
faying or doing any thing which may in any ways 
diibUige. • An unbounded and affronting Raillery ]s. 
sifi ill Talent : Men of this Temper fpare not their 
Eriiend^ or themfclm.; I fay that ot unlimited Raillery, 
£pr «dce iRaiUepy jis.'feh^'s moil; agreeable in Convcr- 

M .iatiaftjr 
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Nation ; but it muft be ufed with the greateft CTircu'm-' 
Ipeftion imaginable ; juft as a Ragout is fpbiPd by* 
overfeafonirig, fo by railing too ilharply we render our 
felves ofFenftve and odious to Company. 

Thofc who afFeft to rail, ought to have a nice 
Manner of doing it, which may pleafe rcafonable Peo- 
ple -, and 'tis even^foby thofe who ufe thcmfelves to 
Flattery : For thofe Who flatter grofly, without Choice 
or Diftindtion, pleafe but few Perfons. But as mofl: 
Men are biinded by their Vanity, and the Complai- 
fance they haX^e for fheir own Merit they don't per-* 
ceive they are flaltrter^d, but let us underftand by thciy^* 
Satisfadtion that, what was faid obliged them, and they 
very much approved it, and that it gave them aa 
extraordinary rleafurei for vain Perfons cannot for- 
bear fhewing the ridiculoufnefs of- their Vanity. 

But thofe who countenance it by falfe Adulations, 
deferve to be punifli'd as Poifoners of Society ; for a 
true Complailance ought to be free equally from 
Flattery and Incivility ; the endeavouring to pleafe, 
Politenefs and Civility are the Efleritial Parts of a- 
Courtier, who aims at being eflieemM above others,- 
and to have generally the Approbation of a C©urt ; 
but I cannot excufe their cringing Embraces, bafe- 
flatteries, and vain Offers of Service, with which they * 
deceive thofe who court them ; too mean in giving 
way to filch Conditions. 

It is dangerous for Courtiers to be too familiar, fot* 
it degrades them, and makes them become lefs eft- 
eem'd, by lofing a certain kind of Dignity^ which a- 
grave and ferious Air affords. But notwithftanding. 
Men of that Rank ought not to afFe<St a Grave Air, for 
too dull and ferious an Afpeft which continues long is 
Very tirefome, and the greateft Men ought fonietimea 
to unveil themfelves, and adt according to their Na-^ 
, tures ; for 'tis not always a Propos to4pe dilgiii^d under 
^ aflfefted Form. 

Some 
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Some Men have a perfedt Fund of -ill Humour, 
■capable of difgufting all the Joys of the World •, they 
are pleased with the dulnefs of their Melancholy, and 
they feem to find a Diverfion in creating Strife and 
Divifion every where, and fetting the beft of Friends^ 
together by the Ears. They have always fomething 
quarrelfome to tell of one another : And when they 
are at PifFerence they are pleas'd[ with the Sport, and 
hug themfelves for it in Secret. 

Others lefs hurtfwl, but every whit as tirefome, 
groan continually under their Misfortunes, and com- 
plain feverely of their Deftiny, let the Year be never 
lb Fruitful or fo Barren, let there be either War or 
Peace, the Taxes doubled or leflfen'd, 'tis neverthelefs 
to them an everlafting Fund of Lamentation. 

It fignifies little to have Wit, Senfe, or fuch like 
Qualities, we muft likewife have Proofs of a certain 
Charafter which encourages us, and makes our Merits 
valued. Without all that, Perfons that have no JMeri^ 
nor Wit, who neither labour for the Church nor State, 
but have good Patrons, will undo Perfons of the 
greateft Merit, and will always exceed Men in their 
Pifpenfation of Favours. A Man that for his Share 
has Wit ^nd Senfe, is not fit to rival a Man that is 
very Rich, and very Foojlijlh ; 'tis but a Jeft to com- 
pare them, and to prefer them firft; for Women, | i^, 
who naturally love Intereft, generally judge in Behalf | 
of Riches.

lean by no means approve of thofe Vapouriflj- 
' Ladies who pretend to be melanchoUy when they arc 
out of Humour, fince the Nature of the Sex obliges 
Women to be pleafant ; and they ought ^ever to dif-- 
engage themfelves from that, if they have a Mind tq 
have the Men efteem them. They abufe themfelves: 
when they believe the Glory of a Woman confifts in 
the Charadler of her Qsauty ; no, for it is rather com- 
prehended in the Regularity of her Conduct. A nice 
Behaviour much becomes a Woman of Fafhion, whd 
t)ught not to permit any Emancipation or Prefcriptk>n 
gt Rules, but thofe which good Sehfe teaches. 

I do not pretend to mean by this that they ought 
to livt likfe Savage^^ nor look on Men as SeducetSy but 
that they may with Civility receive the Praifes they, 
give them, ihd the l^omage which they pay to their 
Merit. 

Thofe WoiTien that take a Fancy to Severity are 
generally too foriA^l, and the Affedatioii or Wit 
which they ftiew when their Gondiid is not entirely 
regular, renders them much more defpifeable j we 
|hou*d have much /nore Charity for theifi if they did 
not fo abfolutely fet up for Nunsy their Reputation 
does not depend on the Capricious Jf otions of Men, 
and the Applaufes they give them, but on theit 
'Merit and t^irtuel '•'-'' 

The Diftafte of fome fieiy proud Women is not of 
that Service that they jmagine, nor does it caufe thcrti 
to be the more refpedted. Thofe hot kind of Ladies 
have an odd Sort of Dolnefs ii^ their Faces, and arif 
Impreflion of Hi ^ Humoqr, which deprives them of 
*•• i -"^ ' '•--'•' ^'" « ''' - .' ^" - On6 
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One P«rt cf their Chartns, by leffening their Enjoyr' 
ment; but when thev have taken upon them thi$. 
Humour of PeeviQinefs, they obftiriately maintain ijC| 
and make good the Honour of their Chambers. 

There are fome who have that Opinion of their 
Wit and Merit, that th^ir Prefumption carries them' 
to think themfclves above all the World. They have' 
Notions which feduce them when any thing is to be 
decided, and the Precipitation with which they are car-' 
ried away, hinders them from finding the Circum- 
ftances of any Subjcft. *Tis thofe Opinions fpofl 
them, and make them always take the wrong Side, 
and falfe Meafures, when they are to do any thing 
that is difficult or uncertain : And when they have 
given themfclves the libertv to think, their Obftinacy 
hardens them againft all the Remohftrances that may. 
be given them. They fay and d6 a Hundred extravar 
gant things to fupport them in this Humor ; like 
thofe who difputc oil the wrong Side, they do it with 
all the Fire imaginabk, for fear of being contradidted ; 
But they care not whether what they lay be fupportar^ 
ble or no y they think the Point of Honour is not 
to yield •, and fancy they have received the greatefb 
Affiront that is poffible, if thev are obliged by fubftan^ 
tial Reafons to fubfcribe to the Truth." That is the 
EfFeft of a ridiculous Pofitivencfs and fooKlhPride. 

But how hard is it to find a folid Judgment in Wck 
men, or indeed to know what it is j either in Men or 
Women good Judgment extends it felf infinitely l^ge,. 
and fuppofes very extraordinary Qualities j it enters 
into and makes every thing feafonable, but it is not fq 
common as *tis thought to be ; many People flatter 
themfclves with having it moft exquifitely nice, altho* 
if hey only follow their own foolilh and capricious No- 
tions. 'Tis almoft impoffible to reform thofe that 
are poflcfs'd with that Evil,- bccaufe of the "natural 
'•' ' ' - . . . i . ,: .- Avcrfion 
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Aycrfion fome Men have of being convinced 5 thof^ 
who really have Judgment fufFer themfclves to be lel^ 
blals'd by their own Opinions, and are not known t9 
boaft fo much of their Talent as thofe that want it, 
Perfons that are beautiful eafily perceive what is fine in 
themfelves, but then they fancy that othprs may b? 
more agreeable. 

An Excellent Artift is not like the Pb^enixj for he 
does Jullice to the Merits of others > for Judgment 
governs our Thoughts and Ideas^ and makes us know 
our felves to be what we are. Thofe who follow their 
Inclinations have little or no Judgment, becaufe in a 
great Meafure they refemble the Beqfts^ that adt only 
by jtnftindl: and Nature: Whereas good Judgment i§ 
the EfFeft of a true and perfedt Reafoji, which always 
takes the right fide in things doubtfiil of uncertain. 
After all this, the rarenefs of it is not to be wondered 
at, fince fo many People who think they have it, flatr 
ter themfelves with very little Reafon. 

But they cannot long impofe upon the Publick, for 
their Weaknefs and ill Judgment is foon difcoyer?4 
when they meddle either with judging or deciding 
Gontroyerfies : But what appears more troublefome 
and ridiculous is, that they wou*d have Men applaud 
and agree with them in their Notions, how. inconfi- 
ftent foever. Neverthelefs difi^rent Opinions claim 
fonie Grain? of Allowance, and ought not to be con- 
iin'd under the narrow Limits and Circumfpeftion of 
common Judgment, for every Man is not endowed 
with a penetrating Genius ; therefore they ought not 
to condemn other Mens Opinions, becaufe they arc 
contrary to their own j but before they condemn them, 
their Reafons for judging as they do ought to be con- 
^der'd, and after all thofe Precautions they may be 
iniltaken. For in moft Affairs there are generally many 
<)ppofite Circumftances, which cjuite alter the Cafe ; 
' ^ ^ 'Twou'd 
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*Twou'd then he very rafh to cenfure thdfe who arc 
not of the fame Opinion with themfelves; for 'til 
expofing their own want of Judgment to condennoi 
others. 

it may be taken for a general Rule, that there are 
few but have Judgment in one thing or another; thifc 
meaneft Sort of People, whohave no.Educisition, and 
feem very dull, argue right in their own Cafes, and 
their Arguments ^pear then more refiri'd when thty 
are for their own Intereft. The moft Eflential Thing 
is for a Man to know his own Excellency, and to con?, 
fine himfelf within his proper Sphere, without defir-i. 
ing to go beyond his Bounds : But fuppofe it never fa 
unpleafant, capricious or falfe. Men always djefire to 
difpute about things much above their Capacities. 

There Is a certain Self-conceit or Opinion that en- 
ters into the Adibns of all Men, and that's the Rea- 
fon they are determined for one thing rather than an- 
other ; fome have a fancy for Mufick and Symphony, 
others of. a more lively Temper love fomething tumul- 
tuous, and the noife of Drums and Trumpets pleale 
them. If it was to be enquired why fo many People 
undertake Employs which feem fo laborious, there can 
be no other Reafon aflign'd, but that 'tis according tQ 
their Fancy, for otherwife they might accept of more 
pleafant Profeflions ; but we can never better difpofe 
of our felves than after our own Inclinations^ for we 
generally fucceed in what we do with Pleafure. 

•Tis fancy that embehfhes every thing -, even the 
Produfts of Nature and Inventions of Art cannot be 
thought excellent unlefs they be pleafing 5 'tis that 
which makes Paintir^s and Mufick of different Kinds 
have different Admirers; it appears in the meaneft 
things; many Women in Siuffs^ by reafon of their^ 
dreffmg with an Air, make a better Figure than o- 
thers who are drefs'd in the richeft Qpathsy andL^hav^,

Co determine whet'ein this confifts, yet we muft not 
believe it to be barely ^F%» and Imagindticn^ but 
; ibmething that is keal ; 'tis a Sort of fomething whichf 

'Tisty 
Virtue of this we judge of JEir/jf^ BdiUtnn ficc It 
firves as for a QkoA^^ and condcnSs us every '^Astrt: 

Nature is a kind of Harmony^ whidi byaftrang^

Senies and our Reafon. This a tlie Oiigme of all otfr 
Paflions, which is excited by the Agreement we find 
becweeh our Scnfes and their Obje&s; 'tis that Like-^' 
fiefs and Sympathy which ^f^\i% die PJeafure of our 
Senfes; Sympathy confifts in the Difpofition of one 
Objedi: in favour of another. A certain Coilfifbion 
which a^es with the Organ of Hearing, excttea^ Iri 
us the Pleafurie which caufes the Harmony, and the 
well Undeftanding of Mdick. In like manner, asT 
the Nice Mixture in Sauces caUfes a certain Relifh,i 
which by its Delicacy pleafes^ all Perfons of a goodi 
Tafte, 

But as tte Organs in molt Men are differently diA 
pos'd, fof'^that reafon the Obgedt works differently on 
their Senfes ; '^tis ^that is the Caufe of the Natural 
•Averfi<:ms which are obfcrvable in ibme Perfons that 
can neither fuffer the Sight nor Approadi of fome 
Objefts : We may from the fame .Reiafons omcede to 
different Opinions, fince the fame Objeds excite dif- 
ferent Senfetions^ according to the Diipofitio&s of the 
Fibres; and that which Plealfes the Palate df» cme^ 
Caufes a great Diftafte in another. 

'Tis not Tailing alone that caufes fuch different 
Imprefiions on otir Organs^ tis very probable that 
otter Objeds may have the fame Efied. Pediaps^ 
what feems to one Blacky may feem to another of » 
^9^efi( Colour^ in fimt^ we cannot ^okitdy tic-?

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, terming Whether or np the Eyes are, not IJke Glaflesi 
tiitferently cut, which after that manner changes the 
tolours df Ol^efts; 

There are 'Men of Sfenfc as >yell as Wit, who think 
flifFerently of eyery thing. Thofe who are endowed 
ivith a fine and delicate manner of difcerning, conceive 
thofe things under nice Ideas to be the fame as they 
really are: t^iis of a najrower Stze generally conceive 
Imt the fupierficiai Part of Objefts. Subtle fTifs de-^ 
.fine too much, and evaporate all their Conceptions in-* 
fco vain Imaginations. /The difference which is obfeiv 
"vable in thefe ariTep frbm the Djijjofitibn of the Orgarii 
Diyerjfity of the^!ll^j6nJsof t &ain, and the Subflance , 
wherewith it is'fiil'd. ". It is not to be doubted but thjrt? ! 
thefe things, althb* purely mjitcrial, contribute to the ' 
Beauty* ^nd Nicety, of Wit,- bccaufe the Soul, when it 
is enclosed in dib 'Sbdy, depends on the Organs, and 
thbfe^' iVhen welt dilposM, ^e of much greater Aid 
to it ih the performance of its .Duty. 'Suppofe i 
Painter be nev^^fo expert, he mult have a Pencjfl fdr 
his Purpofe VThferi he has aimM to draw fine and delicate 
Lines.- . ., " ";■ ' r. . ■ .. ^ 

Accarding t6 the Maxinfis of <his Philofophy it isr 
cafie to* judge wny Peifons of . Cj^alitjr have generally 
fnore Pei^etratibnj» Vivacity and^pint^ than thpfe ctf 
a: meaner RanK:' For thb' ^go6d Education infinitely 
cojitribytes ib the/ Polifhing and . Perfediing of .Wit^ 
yet 'tis certain th^ good NounJOtoent;,. and d^c J^icp 
of N5cd Mea^, ^^hidhi, mixes with thd Blood, and p- 
ther Humouh of . the Itody,' 'Hibtilizes them, aojl 
rthcfcrs them nnibre prbdfer for the Fufidtions of Natuiis, 
'Tis perhaps for this Reafon that Meft of Spirit hivfe 
•i^* odd Ffre'aiicl 'tivelinefs iril't^fcir . Eyes;: lidiicjh 
dJftmgUifh'es theniifrom other PdriSri$i whofe ^ti^idlrfr 
is^ffeiv'Ubyjrhtv^ ; ^ - 
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The little Care taken in fbrmii^ the JLeafoiis pift 
fome Men, is the Caufe why they produce fo little ui 
their Aftions; Children have Mafters to teach them 
to Dance and Singy ^c. but few or none to , forni. 
their Minds, and teach them good Senfe ; that is not 
thought of; which is therefore the only Reafon yifhy 
moft Men are more govem'd by Caprice and'Faiiqf, 
than by the Guide of their Iteaibn, which is hot fiif- 
ficiently cultivated. It muft be obferv'd too,' that 
f .few Men are willing to curb their Paffions, -for all 
i their Applications are only to find out , Means to juftr 
: ,ifie them, and when they are forc'd to own themfdves 
I -to be in the wrong, they anfwer they cannot help it. '. 
/Tis not enough for Men to know in what Conditi- 
on they are, and their Duty in that State^- if they have 
but Courage to maintain it; but they. generally fls^e^ 
thenifelves that the World has nothing to repir^c^ 
them with, tho* grols Faults expofe them with Jiilficp 
.to the Publick Cenfure ; Vanity * and Prefumption 
.hinders them from- .knowing themfeTves^ and doii^ 
themfelves Juftice, becaufe 3iey have not the true dfi^- 
xemment they ought to have. Mens Self-conceit 
. iuggefts them a Ihoufand &lfe Maxims to leridef 
their Faults unperceivable to themfelves. / '. 

*Twou*d without doubt be a very. Bold EnterpijTze 

to endeavour the- oi fome Men ; for to do it, ^ 

whole Courfe of their Lives ought to be chan^^d : 
Thi^ Pf^i^^ ^ ^ difficult as that of endeavouring !<;> 
changp tKe Features of their Faces. But as there arc 
"Ways to whiten, and take all Bleoiilhes . froicr t^ 
Face, fo perhaps, there may be K^ans fouiif |6i;^^^ 
xeforming their Manners : Converiatiori, or JColowing 
.the World, is of the greateft Importance to it ; for 
Peoolc Bred at Court, tho* they are not always of ite 
moft fubhme Genius, yetthey judge indifferently well 
.m^moft SubjeAs^ and ip^ reafon^ly of every thing. 

Men, 
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^f<fn, tho' but of indifFerent Senfc, who nfe good 
C^hverfation, appear much more Polite than thofe of 
readier Wit unus'd to Company. Thofe who are not 
accuftom'd to good Manners, know no better than to 
cjircourfc of things out of the Way, which happen 
not in the Converfation of the World, for they have 
no Knowledge of what is truly agreeable ; Their Lan-?? 
guage is mear Jargon, and they appear awkward in 
the Company and Converfation of Polite People, and 
for want of ftudying the Gift of Pleafing, they be- 
come ^oilie and Troublefome. 

The Knowledge which teaches Men to live among 
people. of Civility Fand Manners, is certainly prefera- 
ble, to any other; for tho* the Precepts are but few, 
the Praftice of them is very difficult, and requires 
more Care than every Body will take: A Man muft 
learn to diflemble his diflike of every thing under the 
pifguife of good Humour and Pleafantry. Knowing 
How to Converfe, is knowing how to Oblige 5 in fine, 
it is the beft Method of pleafing, the fliortefl: Way of 
gaining the Good-will of every Body. Men ought to 
fefiiion themfelvies to the Humours and Opinions tf 
their Friends. If they ^re Fickle and Capricious, the 
others oujght to befo too, ^nd endeavour to comply 
with them in their Fancies. 

Vain Perfons are eafily perfw^ded that they have 
Ibme extraordinary Qualifications, whereby they outdo 
all their Rivals ; their Folly is to Efteem none but 
themfelves, and to have a Difregard for the reft of 
Mankind. If they are obliged to allow that they have 
committed fome Faults, they are foon rieconciled to 
themfelves again, becaufe they think they are made 
;yp by fome other rare Perfeftions they are Mafters of. 
^Tis thus that the love of themfelves feduces them. But 
it they indulge themfelves much, they treat other Men 
ijyitli the more Severity, and pardon nothing they find

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fxnxfs in them ; for they have a Secret pleafbrc i*) '' 
Backbiting thofe whole Perfonal Merit funnount^ 
theirs.
